CONGRESSIONAL SUMMARY. 


Uncle Sam Still Busy Put­ 
ting on His Armor. 


Appropriations for (inns, Ships and Coast 


Fertificatiins Discussed. 


Hard Rubs for the Mormons—The 
Isthmian Tragic. 


T he fisheries troubles havob een ft great in­ 
cen tive to th e discussion of tho defenceless 
condition of th e U nited Statos, especially 
as regards its harbors and ports on tho At­ 
lantic coast. The story has now grown so 
fam iliar as to need little repetition. 
Con­ 
gress has t een very busy in considering 
schem es for niacins? th e country in a condi­ 
tion to w age d efensive and offensive war­ 
fare, and th at m eans liberal supniies of 
m oney tor tho purposes of co n strictin g 
guns, ships and th e layin g out and building 
of fortifications of tho principal harbors. 
T he M ormon church is tile object of a 
fierce attack by tho Senate, a iso, and the 
T obuanterec ship railw ay schorne has been 
ti o subject of debate, calculated to giv e the 
British lion's tail-tw isters a chance to get 
heir work in, and they have not been back­ 
ward iii accepting all th ese chances offered. 
M eanwhile, the lion’s ta I is not yet dislo­ 
cated to any alarm ing extent. 
Mo n d a y.—In tho Senate. Mr. George pre­ 
sented a petition of som e colored m en In 
M ississippi asking for an appropriation of 
HOO apiece to transport them to Liberia. 
He Ter rod to the com m ittee on education 
iu d labor. 
Un m otion of Mr. Cameron, the Senate 
took up for consideration tile bill in ,re­ 
duced and reported by him , “To increase 
tho naval estab lish m en t.” 
-Mr. Came on 
ipoke in advocacy 01 tho bill. 
An am end­ 
m ent was add. 
to tho second section: 
T hat in all th eir \a it s th ey shall be of 
A m erican m anufa tore. 
A section was also 
added requiring th e construction of throe 
of tile vessels on the 1’acitic coast, three on 
th e G ulf of M exico, aud 
Four on die Atlantic Cna.t, 
' Mr. H alo replied that th e com panion bill 
to th e pending m easure, w h ich he w ould 
call up at an early day, covered th e features 
of floating bow eries or rafts for harbor de­ 
fences, torpedo iroats and torpedo appli­ 
ances, and also of ligh t draught gunboats 
for use on tile W estern lakes. 
Mr. Van W yck m ade th e calculation that 
th e adequate am ount appropriated in these 
bills, and in th e tw in ordnance bill recent­ 
ly passed, would reach #7 1,000.066. 
A t 2 o ’clo k tho presiding officer laid be­ 
fore th e Senate th e "unnnisbcd business,’’ 
boiug the Eads T ehuantepec bill, 
Mr. Morgan took the floor and replied to 
som e oi Hie argum ents m ade bv Mr. Hoar 
on the sueject of tile Gadsden treaty and 
th e Clayton-Bul w e. treaty, as to w hether or 
not they are still binding on the United 
fatales. 
He said he had not announced the 
opinion th at the Olayton-lJulwer treaty was 
dead, but he had announced th e firm con­ 
viction that it ough t to be abandoned and 
ough t to lie dispensed w ith. He believed that

to th e genius, spirit and 
honor of the 
A m erican 
people, as it was to 
sound 
m orality. 
It was a doctrine th at would 
dri-.o aw ay, alarm and m ake en em ies of 
fifteen Bouto A m ene rn republics aud tho 
republic o f M exico, w hich it was the first 
interest of this govern m ent to m ake its 
friend. 
Mr. Edm unds obtained tho floor to m ake 
a speech on the hill, but yielded for other 
business. 
Tho House am endm ents to Hie Sennte 
bill for the redem ption of the ti ade dollar 
w ere presented, and were, oil m otion cf Mr. 
Morrill, referred to tho com m ittee on fi­ 
nance. 
Tile Senate then w ent into ex ecu tive ses­ 
sion. aud. whan the doors w eie reopened, 
adjourned.

The H ouse at its even ing session passed 
tw enty-three pension bills.

S a t u r d a y .—In tho Senate today several 
petitions were presented asking for the 
pa; sage of th e dependent pension bill over 
the President's veto. 
Mr. Beck said he had for years been pre­ 
sen ting petitions for the repeal of the navi­ 
gation law s, so th at A m ericans could ow n 
ships.

Instead of th at it brings a 
fiat contradiction of the previous day’s 
rumor, or the story is retold in a m anner 
th at m akes it very tam e indeed. 
T he we kites* of ult ibis war talk lies in 
the tact Unit th re are no grave questions 
I etw een the nations lik ely to result iii an 
im m ediate outbreak. 
T hat indispensable 
prelim inary to a mo ©rn war. Hie w ell­ 
known and fain! Tar c sus Del Ii. is now here. 
France im arm ing, and putting all Hie for cs 
of tile Republic in Hie best d oss! blo order; 
Germany wants and w ill h a \o more sol­ 
d ers, and is trying now arms, but excep t 
th at eat Ii country m easures Hie strength of 
its arm am ent by that of us neighbor, there 
is no cause tor fearing tho out. reak of war. 
True, a “< a«us belli” is a m ighty eauv tliiug 
to m anufacture, 
and

France wore determ ined to fight, they could 
soon find excuses tor it. 
At present Ger­ 
m any seem s to bo trying to find a m ethod

( d e c a is in a siam ol ferm ent: Bulgaria is 
unsettled a id still a prov to Russian in- 
tn g u e in th e absence of a govern m ent ;u- 
know ledged by nil Hie powers, and Russia 
is w aitin g her chance to su-p in and settle 
affairs there after its own fa bion. 
Austria 
would, th em is no doubt, resist any occu­ 
pation of Bulgaria by Russia, and Turkey 
would of cour-o join in Hie work, though 
in case of a row Greece w ould im m ed iately 
si urt on a war parade. 
In th at part of Europe th e issue of peace 
and war is in tile hands of the Russian 
em peror, arui he is not apparently in a groat 
hurry to ne,tin tho circus, though univer­ 
sally credited w ith a desire to do so.

M A N A G E M E N T O F M O O T C H O P S . 


Th# nd vantages of root culture to the soil 
ixwsess higher claim s to our notice than the 
bare Influence it bas In am eliorating the 
soil; it constitu tes oth erw ise by far the 
beet m eans of feed in g and fatten in g farm 
stock econom ically, and adds greatly to the 
m eans of fertilizin g th e soil. 
It trebles the 
am ount of cattle food and doubles th e 
am ount of m anure. 
M oreover it m ay be 
m ade to supply a large porticn of hum an 
food. 
Potatoes constitu te a largo portion of 
th e bread and m eat of th e Irish peasantry, 
and there are no people m ore hale ana 
robust than th e Irish. 
From th is crop th ey 
feed their oows, fatten th eir pigs and poul­ 
try, and form an article of toreign com ­ 
merce. 
T he turnip has lon g been an im ­ 
portant 
crop 
in 
England. 
Its 
intro­ 
duction occasioned one of th ose revolu­ 
tions w hich are constant 
in rural 
art 
am ong husbandm en, and th ough th e revo­ 
lution cam e on w ith slow and gradual steps. 
it is fu lly and com pletely established. Be­ 
fore th e introduction of th is root it was im ­ 
possible to cu ltivate lig h t soils successfu lly. 
or to derive suitatde rotations for cropping 
them w ith adv.tr.tage. It w as also a difficult 
task to support liv e stock through th e w in­ 
ter and spring m onths, anil as for feeding 
end fattening cattle and sheep for th e m ar­ 
k et during these in clem en t seasons, the 
practice was hardly th ought of aud still 
more rarely attem pted, unless w hen a full 
stock of hay w as provided, as happened 
only in a few instances. 
T ho benefits de­ 
rived from th e turnip industry are, there­ 
fore, of great m agnitude. 
L ight 
soils 
are now cu ltivated 
w ith 
facility 
and 
profit 
Abundance of food is provided Her 
m an and 
beast 
T he earth 
is turned 
to th e uses for w hich it is physically calcu- 
lated, and by being suitably cleaned w ith 
th is preparatory crop, a bed is provided for 
grass seeds w herein 
they 
flourish 
and 
prosper w ith greater vigor than atter any 
other preparation. 
T he sugar beet culture 
in France and G erm any now furnishes an­ 
nu ally m illions of pounds of sugar tor hu­ 
m an consum ption, w hile th e residuum of 
th e crop allow s the luxury of good beef and 
good m utton, w hich were scarce com m odi­ 
ties rn France and Germ any before th e su­ 
gar beet culture was introduced. 
In the 
culinary or k itch en departm ent th e liberal 
use of roots has beoome In a m easure indis­ 
pensable for a w holesom e diet, and w hile 
th ey are grateful to th e palate and prom o­ 
tive of health they greatly econom ize the 
expense of bread and m eats. F ive tilings 
are essential in tho culture of root crops 
First, a dry soil; second, a rich s< ii; third, 
a deep soil; fourth, a w ell pulverized soil; 
fifth, a good after-culture. T he crop w ill 
be abundant in proportion as those several 
requisites are regarded, and deficient in 
proportion as th ey are neglected. 


METHODS OF SOWING, 


Roo** are sown on “th e flat” and on 
"raised ridges.” 
In tho first m ethod the 
lane is brought into a fine, clean condition, 
and after harrow ing, th e seed is sown w ith 
a drill, in rows from sixteen to tw enty 
inches apart. 
In th e im proved form s of the 
im plem ent, 
phosphates or 
som e 
other 
portable m anure, is drilled w ith the seed, 
after covering th e seed w ith earth. D rilling 
on th e flat is adapted for rather dry and 
ligh t soils, where raising the land into ridges 
w ould be attended w ith loss of m oisture from 
increased evaporation. 
With the system of 
raised ridges, th e land being in proper tilth, 
an ordinary plough, or better still, a double 
m ould board plough is used to raise up the 
finely 
worked soil in ridgelets of from 
tw enty-seven to thirty inches wide. D ung 
is carted and carefully spread In tile open 
trenches, after w hich the ridges are split 
over th e m anure. 
T he result is a tine seed 
bed, underlaid by m oist farm yard manure, 
and down the centre of every ridge the seed 
is sown by m eans of a two-rowed drill, fur­ 
nished w ith concave iron rollers w hich run 
upon and level the tops of the ridges. The 
advantages 
of 
th is 
system 
are 
that 
Hie dung 
is 
placed 
im m ediately 
be­ 
neath 
th e 
seed, 
th at 
the horse hoe 
can be used as soon as th e plant is visible 
along th e rows, and th at the finely lilied 
soil is gathered up conveniently for the 
young plants. 
T he after cultivation con­ 
sists first in horse hoeing betw een the rows, 
th en in sin glin g or th in n in g; thirdly, in 
horse boeing and hand in ein g com bined, 
and, lastly, in a third horse h oeing aud 
hand hoeing. 
H oeing is im portant both as 
a m eans of stim u latin g the crop and of 
k eeping th e land clean. 
T hough a soil is 
dry and rich and deep and w ell pulverized, 
th e labors of the farm er w ill not avail 
m uch, in root crops, if he neglects either 
to destroy tho w eeds, to thin, w hen neces­ 
sary, his plants, or to keep the surface loose 
and open. 
B ut these latter requisites to success m ay 
be easily got along w ith if they are at­ 
tended to in tim e and w ith proper im ple­ 
m ents. 
The potato ground should be w ell 
harrowed to destroy all tho young w eeds 
aud to pulverize the surface before the 
Bhoots have all broken ground. 
It m ay 
afterwards be alm ost w holly m anaged with 
the plough and cultivator. 
Tho beet and 
rutabaga and carrot, if sown as they shoula 
be, in rows, should be cleaned in lik e 
m anner aud w ith lik e purpose, w ith the 
cultivator, 
as 
soon 
as 
the 
rows 
of 
the 
young 
plants 
can 
bo 
readily 
distinguished. 
One 
hour’s 
labor 
in 
this 
way 
w ill 
destroy 
more 
sm all 
w eeds and 
correspondingly 
benefit the 
crop than three hours’ labor upon large 
w eeds, 
it is easier to destroy the acorn 
than It is to eradicate the oak. 
Crowding 
plants is lik e overstockin g tho pasture, or 
endeavoring to m ake fat anim als from half 
rations. 
It is divid in g am ong m any that 
food w hich is required to perfect one. More­ 
over, it tem is to exclu d e light, heat aud a 
free circulation of air, essential to the 
d evelopm ent o f vegetables ana th e perfec­ 
tion of their growth. 
Hence a moderate 
num ber of plants w ill give a better product 
than m auy upon th e sam e ground in a 
crowded situation. 
T his is a bard lesson to 
teach to som e farm ers in regard to root 
crops. 
All of th e field-cultivated roots are 
found w ell adapted to our soil aud clim ate, 
and w here th eir culture has been under­ 
taken with spirit and m anaged w ith judg­ 
m en t it has been fully dem onstrated that 
labor aud capital cannot be more profitably 
applied in any other departm ent of hus­ 
bandry than it can in th is 
It gives the 
m ost cattle food and m ost m anure, imp r- 
tau t item s in the econom y of the farm, and 


about th e sam e: hut roots are far better and 
more healthy food for stock than en silage

T he tim e is now at bond for ru ttin g in 
heat hotbeds for early vegetable*, such as 
lettu ce, cai bage. and a little later for to­ 
m atoes. 
T he best heat for a good hotbed 
is fresh horse dung, from a stable w here at 
least fifteen horses are kept, so th at a load 
of it eau be obtained w h ile fresh, 
lf this 
can be convert eo tly m ixed w ith an equal 
bulk of fore-t leaves w ell m oistened, or 
w ith w aste heps from som e brewery, it will 
m ake a more certain aud enduring heat. 
If th e be< s were put in order as directed 
in these colum ns last N ovem ber, there w ill 
be little trouble now in diggin g ou t the 
loam to the depth of tw o feet from the top 
of tho fram e. 
In the pit thus form ed put iii 
heat to the depth o( ten or tw elve niche-, 
treading It dow n firm ly as forke I in, aud 
tin n spread over it six to ten inches of tho 
loam throw n o u t 
T r y the bed wit ti a 
am m eter after placing on th e glass, and 
after a day or two, if th e tem perature of 
the loam an Inch below the surface is at 50° 
to CO , it w ill be right to sow seed. It hot tor 
than th is it w ill bo hardly safe to sow seed, 
unless th e bod is aired very freely both 
night aud day, tor hardy seed frequently 
aro destroyed by too m uch heat, 
lf too hot 
the heat w ill subside in a few days by air- 
ing. 
Early lettu ce and cabbage seed sh ou ld be 
sow n bv February IO to 15; the plants w ill 
need transplanting, ai o u t SAGO per sa n. a 
m o n th later, say March 10, into a qui** (,ooi 
ofcd, but n ot en tir ely cold, th a t is, it sh ou ld 
have a very gen tle bottom h e ,t, su h a sia 
to be Iou id IU un old h otbed from w h ich 
h a s ju st b een ta k en a crop of le ttu c e or ran- 
trim s 
Kadish seed, also, ut the 
I repel! 
breakfast end long soar.et varieties, are 
sow n upon a very m ild h eat, 
If an old bed Is not at bu un the m ild heat 
is produced ny using about six to eigh t 
in 'b es of fresh m anure covered w ith tee 
inches of loam . 
H ie heat of tho tied is 
regulated by the proportion of depth given 
to the m anure and loam used over it; anil. 
as w ill ho observed, is less than ball what is 
usually recom m ended when tho tied Is bun} 
above th e surface os th e ground--a m ethod 
verv troublesom e and w ell ca cu ,ate I todis- 
gust whoever tr es it, w ith the constant ne­ 
cessity of w atering and airing, to say noth­ 
ing of the greater risk of h avin g th e glow 
sm ashed ny gusts of wind when raised blkb 
above Hie surface of the ground, buck bed-, 
are never seen when the garden is run for 
profit, but only in th e bauds of th e com ­ 
paratively ignorant am ateur or gentlem an a 
gardener. 
The seed of tom atoes, cucum bers, egg 
plants and peppers w ill require a warm er 
hen than the com paratively hardy lettuce, 
©to. 
For th is purpose use more beat, at least 
tw elv e inches, and less loam , lo u r'to six 
inches, and th e therm om eter should 
cate In the loam 60 s to 76 to m ake them 
com e quickly. T hese tender seeds are not- 
usually sow n before March I. aud in case 
of severe w eather w ill need close covering. 
The worst w eather is a snowstorm , when if 
not carefu lly aired and handled tho plants 
are often lost. Cover w ith shutters over the 
mats when cold; if the bet works warm 
give a little air even at night, unless the 
w eather is very severe and windy. At nigh t 
it is enough to place a lath flatw ise under 
every third sash at the north side, 
If the 
bed should not be above 0 0 ' it wtll not need 
airing at all by night, and by bright sun­ 
ligh t th e plants w ill bear a tem perature lo 
or 16° higher than at night, lr y to keep 
the plants 
growing, but w ith a stocky 
grow th, pot drawn up or long legged. 
The seeds of mauy of our m ost attractive 
annuals for flowering, and also the nulbs of 
the dahlia aud begonia and tuberose, may 
be m ost conveniently started in hotbeds in 
the sam e way ae vegetables, and their flow­ 
ering season thug hastened by a m onth or 
six weeks. 
Care should be taken to plant 
those of 
a hardy nature together, and 
handle them as advised above tor cabbage 
plants, w hile those of a tender character 
should be handled lik e tom atoes or egg- 


l Th«f*hotbed has the great advantage in 
grow ing plants in spring for setting out of 
doors o\ er th e greenhouse that they can be 
more freely and easily aired in fine weather. 
givin g tho plants such vigorous and hardy 
grow th that when they go out to the held 
they w ill s areely w ilt a t all, bul w ill keep 
on grow lug continuously. 
N o i n e should undertake to run hotbeds 
who cannot easily give their constant care 
and attention, 
th ey need to be covered 
every iii-ht w ith m ats if the w eather is at 
all cold, and in »evero w eather and with 
tender plants shutters should be placed 
over the m ats in cold and rainy weather. 
W hen th e sunshine* brightly they w ill need 
m ore or less iiir, in givin g w hich a good 
deal of experience and good judgm ent are 
re m ired to produce the best results, and 
n eglect even for an hour is som etim es fatal. 
The work requires more patience and 
care than m uscle, though after deep snow ­ 
storm s it is no sm all job to shovel off tho 
snow from the m any hundreds of sashes to 
be found on som e of our Inrge gardens. W o 
are often asked w hat profit can bo realized 
Irem a we.il-managod hotbed. T he answer 
w ill depend largely upon the sk ill of the 
man 
who 
runs 
it, and 
also 
largely 
upon 
that 
com bination of 
circum ­ 
stance* 
usually 
called luck 
We 
have 
known a cafe oi a single crop of cucum bers 
tureen early to sell for #10 per sa sh ; this 
•was, how ever, only one chance in fitty 
years, w ith one of our m o st1 kilful garden­ 
er*. 
We once sold a sin gle crop of lettuce, 
which prod iced t i 1,0 per sash , early dan­ 
delions som etim es yield 82 per sash, aud 
radishes #1 to 82. But be is a very good 
gardener and has lnoro than average luck 
who eau m ake the gross sales from his glass 
average for the season over 84 per sash, 
and ttiose who do better may congratulate 
th em selves on accom plishing more than the

Ca'den Seed and Sowing. 
T he value of a garden depends to a great 
ex ten t on th e quality and not a little upon 
th e quantity of Hie seeds one sows in it. 
The truth, "W hatsoever a man sow eth that 
shall he also reap,” is old, but as true now 
as when first uttered. 
An experience of 
thirty years as a gardener enables m e to 
speak w ith confidence on the subject of 
garden seeds. 
I think th at m ost farmers 
fail in one or more of three particulars in 
supplying th em selves w ith these. 
T ile farm er fails iii saving seeds of his 
ow n growth to the ex ten t lie ough t and In 
the right way. and in caring for them w hen 
they are saved. To be sure, it does not cost 
m uch to buy w hat garden seeds he uses in a 
single year, but that little m ight as w ell ho 
saved w hen one is sure that by so doing he 
can have seeds that are fresh and true from 
b s own garden. 
I would not recom m end 
th e farmer to try to grow all the seeds ho 
needs, but m ost of them he can save of bet­ 
ter a\eraxe quality than those he w ill be 
lik ely to buy. 
NS ben the larmor does save seed, too often 
instead ol its being the best it is the poorest. 
\fte r iho row ol beaus, pease or corn is 
rul ed lie takes w hat is left for seed. This 
is just w hat lie should not do. 
Ile should 
select a section of a row in th e very best 
part of it, put up a stake and give orders 
that nothing Is to be gathered for tho table 
from the part staked off. 
A rod or so of a 
row of Pum Ii bi alis, or of each variety of 
pease or com , w ill be enough. 
O f cucuin- 
i.ers, m elons, tom atoes he should sal ct 
som e of the n icest specim ens and put down 
a stick with a red string tied to it as a sign 
th at these are reserved. 
N ext, utter tho 
seeds are saved, ho should have a place for 
them and take good care of them . 
I think 
th at fully one half the hom e-saved seeds 
are oaten up by m ice. or lost before plant­ 
ing L in e , sim ply because a special place 
was not provided lor them . Buy a good, 
tigh t box, m ade of inch tin e. hang a tight- 
fitting lid to it. divide it into several com ­ 
partm ents of different sizes and label them. 
Then get a stock of good m anilla paper 
bugs, a n i w hen a lot of seed is perfectly 
cured, put it iii a I ag, mark the nam e 
plainly and the year in which it grew. and 
put it iii tho seed box. Kern em ber thai, 
w ith a few excep tion s seeds are good for 
from three to ten years. 
Parsnip, onion 
and carrot do not retain their vitality long; 
hut the two last w ill grow the second year 


paitieular in w hich most 
fanners fail is iii not buying enough seed. 
Mv tardily physician, with a fam ily of four, 
aud an eight h of an acre garuen, buys four 
tim es cs many seeds as the av erage farm er 
w ith a fam ily of tig h t or ten. Every farm er 
should plant pease beaus and sw eetcorn ny 
the quart, and yet a umjority ol them w ill 
buy one or tw o tive-i tn t papers ot each. 
These stable vegetables at least should be 
I b o u d distich abundance th at they can 
ne used ever* day w hile they last. and suc­ 
cessive tiljtiting should be made to insure 
a loin; continuance. From the last of May, 
w hen the artiest rn a.-e are fit for tho table, 
until the lrost ii hard enough to s on the 
late corn, there should not be a day when 
the garden d' es not con ain. in good condi­ 
tion 
or tho ta,de, o n e .or n io reo fth c.se 
stand-bys—l ense, beans and sw eet c o r n - 
and lim use of different var eties and lib ­ 
eral successive illum ing, w ill easily enable 
one to have them. 
'Hie third particular in which many farm­ 
ers lait, is in not getting the seeds they buy 
in tim e. Them is a bo-t tim e iii which to 
P la n t alt va'ictie.-, aud to have the bestsuc- 
cessw ith them they m ust ie planted at 
th at tim e. and yet a large per cent. of the 
orders filled by all seedsm en reach them 
after the seeds should be iii the ground. 
It 
is just as i a iv to lo k over the stock on 
blind, find out wha' is neede d and m ake out 
an order in February as in April, and it w ill 


worked, and alm ost , every year the land 
freezes hard alter they are up, but they are 
very rarely injured: Beets, lettuce, soina* h, 
pease, rad is ti es, cabbage and onions. 
My 
land is clayey, aud I plough in the fall in 
boils from tw elve to sixteen feet wide. and 
open the dead furrows so as to drain off all 
surface water, and in lh is way I can usually 
plant a w eek or tw o earlier Hi >n it Hie lan I 
Is not ploughed until s ring. Two years out 
of the last tw elve I have planted these early 
crops the last week in February; but usu­ 
ally the plan ting is done from March 5 to 
I r>. Som e years my garden has frozen hoi d 
enough to 'near a team , and been covered 
with snow for ten duvs after it was planted; 
but, as soon as tire w eather becam e warm 
a1 the seeds would conic hp. Tile man who 
would get. Hie m ost good from his garden 
m ust plant for a succession through tile

There should bo about 
three plantings of pea sn. four of five of 
ii; ans. inclu ding tho l.n ia s, not less than 
five of sw, ©t corn, and an early and late 
planting of tom atoes. 
All th e vegetables 
which m ature early, lik e spinach, pease. 
i t ! uce amt radish s. s im u la te planted on 
adjoining plots, and, as soon as they are past 
use. the rem ains should I oat once rem oved 
..ml Hie lam! replanted. The land on w hich 
early potatoes arc grown w ill grow squash­ 
es. cabbages, corn or tom atoes for a second 
crop. Sw eet corn may be planted as late as 
duly 4 to ifs, and there should bo three 
months, at least, ti w hich there s a con­ 
tam supply on hand. 
A rich, well-drained 
garden, planted w ith good seed and thor­ 
oughly cultivated, is a joy lo the house­ 
keeper amt will save m any dollars to Hie 
fam ily.—[W aldo h. Frown, in Kural New 
Yorker. 


S cnrscn abla H in ts. 
A friend asks, when is the tim e to prune 
fruit tr e e s/ju st as lie would ask, when Is 
the best tim e io d in e ? N um bers of trees 
need no pruning, and yet no im plem ent is 
more valuable to the fruit grower than a 
good net of pruning im plem ents. Just when 
to prune no m agazine can teach; nor can 
an y o n e learn from sn essay how to do the 
work. 
We can m ake suggestions iu a gett­ 
er I way. but the good use ut them will de­ 
pend on how m uch th e ow ner loves his 
tie , and has been favored w ith a glim pse 
of the tree’s secret history. 
A young tree 
peens som e of its branches thinned so us to 
lay the foundation of a perm anent form ; or 
t may not have enough branches for this 
purpose and som e have to be cut back to 
produce more. 
We m ay desire one strong 
branch where there are two or three weak 
ones, so we cut them all aw ay to the trunk 
aud the strong one w ill m en sprout, 
dui k­ 
ers com e out n om neat the roots, or sprouts 
from the m ain stem . 
T he good orchardist 
lakes these off w ith linger and thum b in 
the sum m er w h ile green, but if forgotten 
then he docs it now. 
Ho learns alter a 
w hile th at sprouts on th e trunk mean 
som ething wrong w ith Hie circulation, 
The food-giving 
sap 
does 
not 
easily 
reach the ends of Hie branches. 
P r- 
naps he finds Hie ends of the grow ing shoots 
have teen injured by frost or drought. 
In 
these cross cases the ends are shortened in 
order to m ake an active growth. 
In largo 
trees this sluggish action often com es from 
overbearing, 
i'hen the heart wood decays. 
Q uite large branches then often have to be 
sawed cut. W hen these large branches are 
sawed, tho cut should be m ade close to the 
trunk, so th at new wood and bark shall 
grow over. 
Tho exposed wood may rot and 
decay before the new grow th covers it, so 
all such wounds should be covered by any 
kind of com m on paint, 
Som etim es trees 
get hidebound from poverty of the soil, 
from the attack of scale or other insects, or 
from exposure to unusually hot sun. 
In 
this case a slittin g of the bark by the prun­ 
ing knife, up and down th e stern, is very 
beneficial. 
It is best co avoid this necessity 
by a plenty of good food to the roots. Hasp- 
nerries and blackberries are usually short­ 
ened because the cold w inters or hot sum ­ 
mers, or perhaps fungus, w eaken them , 
Gooselierries and 
currants 
arc usually 
thinned out, because large healthy leaves 
are essential to fine fruit, aud the leaves 
are sm all and feeble 
vhen the branches 
struggle w ith each other. 
Grapes m ay be 
thinned and shortened for nearly every 
reason given in the otner cases. 
And then 
pruning may serve to bring very vigorous 
trees into fruit. 
Un th e w hole, pruning 
checks tne vital powers of a tree, and a se­ 
vere pruning will bring it into Iruit w ithin 
tw o or three years, but a severe root prun­ 
ing is m uch better practice. 
In regard to vegetable gardening in tho 
Middle States. Hie work for Februarv w ill, 
for the m ost part, consist of preparations 
for future operations, arid particularly for 
dealing w ith the m anure question. 
All 
those kinds that are grown for their leaves 
or stem s require an abundance OI nitroge­ 
nous m anures; ami it is useless to attem pt 
vegetable gardening w ithout it. 
To this 
class belong cabbage, lettu ce, spinach, etc. 
The other class, which is grown principally 
for its seeds or po Is (as beans, P ease, etc.), 
does not requite m uch m anure of this char­ 
acter; in fact, they are injured by it. 
It 
causes too great a growth of stem and leaf, 
and the earliness—a great am i in vegetable 
grow ing—is injuriously affected. 
Mineral 
manures, as wood-ashes, bone-dust, eto., are 
much better for them . 
For Veneta des re­ 
quiring rich stable m anure, it Is butter that 
they have it w ell rotted and decayed. N oth­ 
ing has yet been found so w ell fitted for the 
purpose as old liot-bed dung; though to tho 
sm ell no trace of ‘'am m onia rem ains in it. 
In the open air. should th e weather prove 
favorable, as it often is about Hie end of the 
month, pease and potatoes may be planted. 
Frost seldom gets deep enough in new dug 
ground to injure thorn after this date. 
In the more southern States, th e gar­ 
dener w ill lose no tim e in gettin g in his po­ 
tatoes, beets, carrots, parsnips, peas. rad­ 
ishes. lettuce, onions, aud salsafy. 
These 
i-hould be tho first crops put in after the sea­ 
son breaks up for good. 
Tho earlier they 
are in the bettor. 
Asparagus, rhubarb, aud 
horse radish beds may now be m ade. As­ 
paragus roots are generally planted too 
thickly to produce tine shoots—they starve 
one another. 
A bed live feet w ide should 
have three rows, and the plants set a out 
eighteen inches apart. 
A deep soil is very 
im portant, as the succu len t stem s require 
every chance they can get for obtaining 
moisture. 
About four inches beneatli the 
soil is sufficient to plant them . 
Khubarb 
also requires a deep, rich and m oist soil. 
Horse-radish beds are best made by taking 
pieces of strong roots, about one inch long, 
and m aking a hole about a foot or fifteen 
inches deep, w ith a dibble, and dropping 
tho Piece to the bottom of the hole; a d ean , 
straight root w ill then rise up through the 
soil. Crowns or eyes are better than pieces 
of roots—w here they can be had—and a 
rich clayey soil better than a ligh t, sandy 
soil. 
About th e m iddle or end of the m onth, or 
still inter in the N orth—say the m iddle of 
March—celery and late cabbage m ay be 
sown. 
H ere we usually sew the second 
week in March. 
In tho N orthern States, Broccoli 
aud 
cauliflow er when sown in March as rec­ 
om m ended, do not head early enough in 
thd tall. it should bo sown about tile tim e 
cl Early York cabbage, in tho hoi-bed, dur­ 
ing this m onth.—.G ardeners’ M onthly.

w ith the hands, being careful not to cover 
the crown of the plant, 
A ller settin g go 
over tho ground with the hoe aud level Hie 
soil about the plants. 
Til© best tune for planting is in the spring, 
as early as the gioiind Is in condition to 
work. 
If planted then the plants m ake a 
strong growth before winter, and are not so 
liable to be thrown out aud injured by frost 
as they wouJu bo if planted in tile lull. 
It 
is better, however, to plant in Hie fall than 
not to plant straw terries. 
Som e growers 
practice sum m er planting, w here land is 
dear, but pqtto plants are generally used. 
I he ground to be planted is put into som e 
early-hoed crop to ne taken off oarly in sum ­ 
mer. 
it should be thoroughly cultivated 
nil bo kent clean and m ellow . 
As so >u as 
iii© first week in July, potting tho plants 
beg.us; tw o and one-half inch pots are 
lilied w itll a rich, m ellow soil, aud plunged 
even with the surface, wh ro Hie stiaw - 
berry runner would naturally take root. 
Tho runuer is placed on Hie soil in the pot 
aud hold in place oy a sm all clod or stone. 
Tne plants w ill usually lie ready to set in 
ab. ut two weeks, or as soon as the pot is 
w ell tilled with routs, so that w hen turned 
upside down aud struck a share rap, it 
w ill drop out in a bali w ithout fallin g to 
pieces. 
The runners should now be separated 
from tile parent plant, set in Hie shade 
w ithout rem oving them trom tile pots, and 
watered freely for tw o or three days before 
planting. 
W ith the hoe, garden trowel or 
other im plem ent, rem ove Hie soil, m aking 
a bole large enough to receive th e piaut 
w hen taken from the pot. 
Som e have 
great difficulty In rem oving the plants from 
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the pots, generally turning th e piaut or 
bn akin g the pou 
Sim ply invert the pot, 
strike it a sharp rap on the edge with a 
stick, and the plant w ill ne loosened suffi­ 
ciently to drop out. 
lf the soil is very dry, 
till tho hole half fu ll of water before put­ 
ting in Hie plant. 
But rn th e plant so that 
th e crown w ill bo even w ith the surface, 
ami o rts, the earth com pactly about it. 
H ie gi oun I should be kept m ean and thor­ 
oughly cultivated, aud all runners should 
e kept off. 
V cry line fruit can be raised 
by th is method, aud th e crop secured in 
about ten m onths after planting. Many 
growers 
near 
N ew York 
practice this 
m ethod, aud. after gathering a single cion, 
plough up the beds. 
They (-la m to get a 
lu ll crop of fruit on all plants set fie to re the 
m iddle of August, and a half crop on those 
set as late as Septem ber 15. 
The farmer who plants a bed of straw- 
be.ries after the usual custom is foolish, 
instead of planting them so closely that 
hand labor is necessitated, he should plant 
them , as w ell us Hie rest of his garden, in 
rows the longest way, ao th at the m ost of 
work m ay be done w til a horse. A row 
may he Plante t alongside th e potato or 
corn held, and w ill 
usually 
pay m uch 
i otter than the row of potatoes w ould have 
done. 
u n e of the greatest m istakes th e novice 
i9 lik ely to m ake is in his selection of varie­ 
ties. 
Many new varieties aro so extrava­ 
gantly praised by their originators or intro­ 
ducers that he is liable lo decide th at the 
old standard varieties will, perhaps, do for 
tim obi fogies to plant, but w ill not do for 
him. 
He feels a sort of pity for those who 
are so tar behind Hie tim es as to sin k to 
the well-tested varieties, instead of plan t­ 
ing som e of "the best varieties ever grow n.” 
It is a lam entable fact th at m auy of the 
iiighlv-praised "gro tt acquisitions” w hich 
"promise to till a long-felt w ant” never fill 
anything but the uulortunate planter with 
disappointm ent and disgust, and are acqui­ 
sitions only to the introducers. 
Plant for 
tho m ain crop w ell-tested varieties, and test 
new varieties in a sm all way. 
P lace more 
dependence upon the reports of disinterest­ 
ed persons and agricultural periodicals than 
upon the extravagant statem ents of would- 
be sellers- 
There is such a diversity of soils 
anil locations th at it is im possible to give a 
list of varieties for general cu ltivation that 
w ilt succeed every w Ii ere. 
For m arket a berry m ust be of fine ap­ 
pearance, good size and sh a p e, and finn. 
fo r profit it m ust be productive, For hom e 
use its quality m ust suit th e ta s te of the 
grower. T he Wilson has Blood th e test of 
a greater variation o f soil, clim ate and cul­ 
tivation than an y other variety. 
Of a list 
of nearly lo o varieties, published tw en ty - 
fiv e years ago, this is th e only one in gen­ 
eral cultivation todav. 
it is y e t p la n ted for 
Hie m ain crop of m any m a rk et grow ers. 
The Crescent (F.) is earlier, poorer qual­ 
ity, more vigorous 
grower, w ilt endure 
more neglect, and ib largely grow n for mar­ 
ket In many localities. 
The M anchester (P.) Is a splendid berry of 
first-rate 
quality, fine shape aud color, 
ripens late; foliage rusts badly w ith us, 
w hich is a com plaint from m any growers, 
and is a serious defect. Jam es Vick is a 
very productive berry, but sets so m uch 
fruit that it is liable to run sm all in size. 
Should i e grown in hills, or narrow rows. 
aud have high culture. 
Fest variety tor 
canning we have found. 
Hang long on the 
vine after ripening, w ithout grow ing soft. 
feliarpless is a very vigorous grower, and 
on rich land, grow n In hills, s productive 
of very large berries. Its chief fault is th at 
the tips o f tim berries remain open, after 
th e rest is fu lly ripe, w hich spoils its looks. 
The Jew ell (P.) bas been called au im ­ 
proved Sharpie**. 
It is much more produc­ 
tive. berries bettershape, color aud quality; 
gives promise of great value. 
Parry, a seedling of Jersey Queen, w hich 
it m uch resem bles in growth of plant. Fruit 
of large size and fine quality, early. 
Kec- 
om m ended as a fertilizer for the Jew ell. 
If I wero confined to one berry for all 
purposes, th at one w ould be the D uchess. 
T he plant is a very strong grower. 
Berries 
are of very regular shape, large, good qual­ 
ity, ligh t color, but very attractive in m ar­ 
ket, not very firm, but bears handling w ell. 
It ripens early, and continues a long tim e 
in boartng. the last berries being as perfect 
as the first. 
It is not as productive as som e 


Miner, W indsor t h ie f (P.), Cornelia (P) and 
Belm ont. 
It w ill cost but little to try Hie 
new varieties in 
a sm all way, and th e 
planter may find som ething just suited to 
his nee©*.

The object of th is article ifs to g ive a few 
plain directions on th e planting and cult! 
vation of this delicious fruit, in the hope 
that som e who are ignorant of the m ethods 
of grow ing may be instructed, and thoso 
who have m et w ith indifferent success may 
be encouraged to renew ed efforts. 
In the 
cultu re of tho strawberry, as w ell as in 
m any oilier things, so m uch depends upon 
details that my endeavor will be to m ake 
all the operations so plain th at even the 
novice need have no difficulty in doing the 
work success, til lr. 
'I hose who already 
"know all about It’’ m ay skin th is if they 
like. 
if you wish early berries locate your lieu 
on a southerly or easterly slope, or, still 
better, the tw o com bined, or on Hie south 
side of a nigh and tig h t board fence. It you 
wish to have late berries, and thus prolong 
the season, a northerly exposure w ilt pro­ 
duce the desired resu lt 
Avoid ©lam ing in 
too close proxim ity to trees, as the roots of 
the trees w ill exhaust tho n ioistu ie in the 
Boil, thus injuring the strawberries. 
A 
deep, mo st ana rich soil suits the straw ­ 
berries perfectly. It not air. ady deep, m ake 
it so i y subsoiling and trenching, lf not 
very rich, fertilize broadcast, a ter plough­ 
ing, w ith w eli-rotted stable lnantir.-, wood 
ashes, ground Lone, kainit, or other lertii- 
i ers containing a large percentage of pot­ 
ash. Avoid fresh, rank m anure; ii causes too 
m uch grow th of lout ai the expense of fruit. 
Concentrated m anures are best. 
A lthough 
strawberries like plenty of water, too much 
is injurious, and the land m ust Lie w ell 
drained, either naturally or arttnclaliy. As 
a rule, any soil that w ill raise good < rops of 
corn, potatoes, wheat, etc., w ill grow straw­ 
berries. 
Do n et plant on newly turned sod. 
A clean stubble will do, but it would be bhp 
tor to have been in hoed crops lor one sea­ 
son at least. 
Plough ai early in spring as 
Hie ground can be worked. 
Spread on your 
fertilizers. 
Harrow until they are thor­ 
oughly incorporated w itli the soil, and the 
s o l i is i i i the finest possible condition. Mark 
Hie gro nd iii sn a u b e rows foul fai t ara t, 
and, if land is not worth more than labor, 
• row ’ both ways. *o as to work * old ways 
with the cultivator 
T his w .li save irtfccto 
haud labor. A neighbor who grows straw- 
Perries lu r .ely ior m arket practices this 
m ethod, and is very m uch pleased w ith it. 
: Som e growers prefer having the rows five 
I or mort) ieet apart, w hile som e think three 
feet sufficient. 
r-ei only strong, vigorous plants of the 
i previous seaaou’s grow th, and tuose grow n 
! lrom young plains it possilde. it Is tile 
poorest kind of eco n o m y to set poor plants. 
I it would be just as sensible for the farm ers 
to exp ect fine stock from breeding his culls. 
as to expect fine fruit from poor plants. 
There is "pedigree” in plants just as m uch 
as in stock, (too l plants cost more than 
fmor ones, but th en th ey are worth more. 
H ie potato hook or spading iork are good 
I im plem ents for b iggin g them . 
Put into a 
I covered basket as fast as dug. aud keep 
from sun and w ind, especially wind. ( arry 
to a shady place or into a cellar as soon as 
I dug. 
Separate the plants, trim off all dead 
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H o w to M a k e H o g s P a y .M illio n * la 
T h r m -H o w to F e e d S h e ep . 
There is no anim al that a farmer raises 
upon w hich greater profits can be m ade 
than th e hog; but the 
a v era g e farm er 
m akes little or nothing on them at present 
prices. How shall they be made profitable? 
In the first place you must have proper 
arrangem ents for keeping them , especially 
in cold weather. 
A hog is a tender anim al. 
This is especially true of tho im proved 
breeds. W hile the pen should be w ell ven­ 
tilated, th e tem perature should never be 
below the freezing point. The nest should 
be w ell supplied with straw and be changed 
often. 
Dirty as a hog is, lie rarely denies 
his own lies', and lie wnl keep it clean if 
you give him a chance. 
Tile floor of his pen should be cem ent, or 
cobble stone and cem ent, som ething that 
he oanuot root up. 
A good plan is to build 
th e w hole pen of stone, except the roof, 
w ith suffic ent space above or at one side or 
ends to put in a kettle to boil the feed and, 
if need be, scald the hogs when killed. 
This k ettle could also be used to advantage 
in a g rea t m any other w a y s-tr fin g lard, 
m aking soap, and scalding poultry. 
All grain, except soft corn, fed to hog.!, 
should be ground and cooked. 
By this 
m ethod a net saving of 30 to -to per c e n t is 
m ade in the am ount fed and a gain in tim e 
o f I a lien in g of nearly or quite the sam e 
a m o u n t -over feeding it whole aud in a raw 
state. This is not mere guess work, but the 
result of actual experim ent. 
The hog trough should be of cast iron or 
solid oak plank, with cross bars over Hie 
top. so that the anim als could not crowd 
each other in eating. Thd cross bars can be 
so arranged as to be let tall atone© or raised 
tem porarily to cie in the trough. It would 
be w ell for the hogs to have access to pure 
water at all tim es, but this is more im port­ 
ant iii sum m er than in winter. 
In breeding, your first litters should be 
droppod early in .March. 
A March pig, if 
properly cared for and kept growing, is 
worth as m uch at six m onths old as an 
ordinary yearling, and w ill m ake better 
pork, Septem ber and October pigs can be 
got to m arket in January and February. 
Barley m eal. if cooked, m akes excellent, 
pork, especially if m ixed vviih m ill feed. 
Sm all potatoes, putnpkinsand sweet apples, 
if cooked with m eal or m ill feed. m ake ex ­ 
cellent feed for grow ing pigs and the first 
fail’s feeding of hogs. But I would advise 
"finishing off” hogs on cooked corn or bar­ 
ley m eal. 
Hogs should have salt as regu­ 
larly as other stock, unless they get it in 
their swill. 
As a rule, the m ain hog crop is best sold 
"on foot" in th* mon iii of October or N o­ 
vember. and Hie pigs th at are held over 
usually sell best butchoreu about the first 
of February or March. 
A good farmer w ill 
generally have som ething in the hog line 
on haud crow ing all tho tim e roady for the 
(butcher when he w ill pay a good price 
for It. 
I ist, but not least, is the m anagem ent 
and saving of the manure. In a largo ma­ 
jority of Hie cases, hog manure is nearly all 
wasted. 
It should never Lie applied to the 
land w ithout being m ixed with other m a­ 
nure or w ith leaves or m uck. The best, w ay 
is to scatter it on your barnyard or m ix it 
with the horse m anure. 
This is on the 
supposition that your barnyard has no drain 
from tt, but retains all tho liquid manure 
that goes to it. 
But enough for this tim e 
on the hog question. T here is money in 
them to the farmer if w ell m anaged.—

There is no encouragem ent forp u ttin gu p 
better buildings or in vestin g in expenses to 
render th e soil more productive, for Hie 
tenant w ho does th at instantly finds his 
rent raised as the result.

in Kerry w ho saw an opportunity to utilize 
a stretch of bog-land by draining. He hired 
the land for a sm all sum , built him the 
usual Kerry cabin, borrowed m oney rn add 
to w hat little he possessed, put it all into 
th e box. ma ie a fertile farm of it; in three 
years found tho ront raised beyond tho 
possibility of the im proved soil, and, hav­ 
in g spent his ow n as w ell as his friends’ 
m oney, in four years lound him self evicted 
ane only by a narrow chanoe saved him self 
and his fam ily from th e poor-housa.

BOSTON A CENTURY AGO. 


How L iberty Square Received Its T itle— 
The Cockerel C h u rch - F a te of a .M an 
W ho Kissed H is W ife on Sunday. 
T here are peculiar rem iniscences con­ 
nected 
w ith 
Old 
Boston, 
treasured 
in 
historical 
archives or 
garnered 
in 
mem ories th at are 
otherwise but little 
know n. Among there are t i e following: 
Liberty square gained its title in this m an­ 
ner. O live!’s dock (hence Oliver street), 
was originally a m arsh connected with a 
creek, which extended w estw ard to Spring 
lane. It was the scene of an episode in 
1765 as a t art of the stam p act riots. A 
building new ly erected on tho northeast 
corner of Kilby street and the dock was 
supposed to be for a stam p office, an i a 
mob dem olished it. The nam e of Liberty 
squ ire w asdeiived from this circum stance. 
It was so nam ed at a civic least held in 
honor of the French revolution, Jan u ary 
2-t, 1793, when a liberty pole, sixty lect in 
length, wa- raised. 
This staff was sur­ 
m ount, d by the horns of an ox. and a 
sa Ute 
was fired. 
A grand procession 
followed, and the feast was held in Mute 
street, tai lei being laid from tao old State 
House nearly to Kilby stre e t 
Tho hrst vessel built in the vicinity of 
Boston was iii Medford, a Lark ot thirty 
tons, constru ted by order of Governor 
W inthrop, and called 
“ Blessing of the 
Kav.” It was launched in le a l. In 1632 
another of IOO tons followed from the same 
place. In I <40 there were i ii the stocks at 
one tim e forty topsail vessels, having an 
aggregate capacity of 7000 tons. 
I he m aritim e character of Boston in 
form er days is thus exem plified by the de­ 
scription of old Fleet street by a visitor, 
u h cb isD ickeuish in nature 
"R eturning 
through F leet street to Hanover, we find 
th at tile use of sw ing signs and carved 
figures for the shop fronts or houses ot en­ 
tertain m en t is by no m eans so unusual as 
has been supposed. . . . Jack is repre­ 
sented rn every conceivable attitude. 
Ile 
aro in no danger of losing our reckoning, 
for quadrants or sextants are pendant from 
every corner, while a jolly car with spy­ 
glass to his eye lorever scans the neighbor­ 
ing shipping. Fem ale heads, w ith features 
us weird as those of the tamed lady cf the 
Red Rover, gaze from the entr.m e of some 
ship artisan, while figures of \ onus, Hebo 
or Mary Ann sta rt forth as if in tho act of 
leapii g from tho painter’s window to the 
pavem ent below.” 
The "Cockerel C hurch.” which form erly 
stood on Hanover street, near Cross street, 
was erected Iii 1791 under the title of “The 
New Brick” by seceders from the New 
North. The figure of a “rooster” was placed 
on the vane in derision of Rev. Mr. Thacher, 
whiisc Christian nam e w as Fetor. A fierce 
controversy 
at 
the ordination 
of 
Mr. 
T hacher caused this division. It is said 
th a t “ when tho cock was placed upon its 
spindle a m erry fellow' straddledovi-r it and 
crowed three tim es to com plete tile cere­ 
m ony.” 
This church long w ent by tho 
nam e of the “Revenge C hurch.” 
A quaint w riter viewing Reston in 1634 
thus describes the place: “This place hath 
very good laud, affording riel* corne-tields 
and 
fruitiull gardens; 
having likew ise 
sweete aud pleasant springs. The Inhabi­ 
tants, for their enlargem ent, have taken to 
them selves farm e-honses iii a place called 
Muddy River, two m iles from thetr tow ns, 
where is good ground, large tim ber and 
store of uiaibh land and meadow. 
In this 
place they keep their swine an i canel in 
sum mer w hilst th* corbe is on the ground 
at Boston, and bring them to the tow ne in 
w inter.” 
In 
1719 
another 
w riter m akes 
this 
allusion to a characteristic for w hich Bos­ 
ton has alw ays been noted. 
He 
says: 
"T here are live printing presses in Boston, 
which are generally lull of work, by which 
it appears th at hum anity and the knowledge 
of letters nourish more here than in all the 
other English plantations put together, for 
in Hie city of New York there is hut one 
bookseller’s shop, and in the plantations of 
Virginia, M arylaud.Caroliua and barbadoes 
and the islands tbero are none at all.” 
The nam e "T rim ountain,” originally a t­ 
tached to Boston, was derived from the 
three points of Beacon hill, known 
a* 
Murint Vernon, Cotton (Pem berton) and 
Beacon tip itself, and not from tho latter 
w ith Copp’s and F ort hills, as many sup- 
pose. 
_ 
. . . 
Shaw m ut is believed to be an abbrevia­ 
tion of tho Indian nam e"M ushahw om uck,” 
signifying unclaim ed land. 
In the early days, during high tides, the 
w ater not only sw ept over the Neok, but 
through the low lands of Blackstone street, 
where there was a bridge, m aking two 
islands of Boston. 
Tile original area of Boston was 025 acres. 
There have been added by reclam ation 
from the w ater about three tim es as m uch 
more, besides annexation. 
The first brick block erected in Boston 
was m F ranklin s'reet, in 1793. 
The earliest settler upon the southw est 
corner of Slate and W ashington streets, 
Captain Robert Keayne, tailor, was cen­ 
sured by the court :or exacting exorbitant 
profits. He left a will nearly 200 pages 
long, devoted to an eff ort to clear liim sell of 
the charge. 
One Caprain Kemble, on returning from 
an absence of three years, m et his wife at 
the door one Sunday m orning, and kissed 
her. 
Although a highly respectable citizen, 
he was adjudged us “guilty rf lewd and 
ta envious conduct,” and had to stand in 
the stocks two hours. 
A description of Boston in 1794 says 
“there are upw ards ot twenty-seven dock 
yards, with over sixty vessels on the stocks 
al one time. 
In one Yard twelve ships have 
been launched in as m any m onths.” 
in 1329 there were only eight clerks of all 
kinds employed In the city post office. 
In 
1838 tl#e num i er had increased to tifto n. 
It is on record th a t at a m ilitary training 
in HUI, lasting two days, there were 1200 
troops present, aud not a drunken m an was 
seen, nor an oath hoard. 
In 1767 there were 2000 negro slaves in 
Boston. 
Iii 1722 there were six distilleries in town. 
In 1781 there w’ere tw enty of this class.

No sooner has t h e i s t tain t breath passed 
from cetuaen the pallid lips than toe house 
is plunged in git oui. The daylight!* ex­ 
cluded nom every room ; a stream er of 
crape is affixed to tho door; tile inm ates 
move about noiselessly; m em bers of the 
family m ust not show them selves upon Hie 
stroets; they speak in wins ere. as if they 
feared to wake tho 
dead. 
For 
days 
they live iii this unnatural stato. aud it is 
little wonder if som etim es the funeral hour 
is bailed with feelings of relief, in the 
m eantim e tile bony lies in a cushioned “cas- 
ket.” resplendent with tho latest refine- I 
m eats ot tile undertaker’s a rt—as though it 
would rest the easier in its grave for th a t— 
and is then re dy to ‘ receive” tho I rend* of 
tile fam ily and the throng of curious sight­ 
seers in due state. Is this seem ly? is it 
not.repugnant to all right feeling thus to 
m ake a show of our dead to grutify vanity 
or ii. I© em many ? 
The parade of the funeral is a patent folly, 
which is plainly condem ned by common 
sense, but ii Is impossible to pas* it by while 
people per-ist in m aking the occurrence of 
death an occasion for display, which can 
only be explained by a puerile love of pomp 
on the part of the living. The m ischief of 
it is that, w h etter the bereaved approve or 
not, diatom dem ands that tho conventional 
program m e be carried out, no m atter how 
cruelly the dom estic resources be taxed rn 
consequence, in the absence of so ne gen­ 
eral m ovem ent looking t o 'a id delivery 
from th s bon mire It requires great courage 
to obey tim dictates of common sense. And 
for the rarity of this courage it has come lo 
be a great luxury to die. Come into this 
world how we may, we are heavily taxed 
tor leaving it. 
An instance of lit funeral rites is quoted 
by our author: 
A m other of a fam ily having died, the 
father m ust needs initiate into tho solemn 
m ysteries of beath and the resurrection his 
live year-old child, VV is ly he resolved that, 
w hatever eise his teaching lacked, it sdould 
be full of 
Christian cheerfulness. 
His 
child's first acquaintance with death should 
have no association with gloom and terror, 
so th at the outgoing of a life m ight seem 
as natural to h r as its incoming. So, in the 
days intervening before the funeral the 
household life an i work went on as usual. 
No black raim ent, no shutting out of the 
bright sunshine, no unnecessary change iii 
any particular was perm itted. 
And when 
the tim e came to com m it the body, beauti­ 
ful in death, to its last resting place, the 
sombreness of the grave whs brightened bv 
Mowers fresh plucked from the home gar­ 
den, so th a t tho place had no unwholesome 
terror for the little in c looking into it for 
the first time with childish wonder. 
But. besides the extravagance attendant 
upon the com m itting of the dead to the 
earth, are the more lasting m em orials o: 
toUv found in the tombstones, ▼.Hilts,shafts 
and statues which fill our cem eteries. Sir 
Thomas Brown’s shrewd aphorism , ‘ Man is 
a noble anim al, splendid in ashes and pom­ 
pous in the grave,” applies well here. 
Tho 
display in our cem eteries is w ithout doubt 
open to the same charges of extravagance 
aud insincerity th a t are sustainable against 
other forms of m odern m ourning, and, our 
author thinks, Is one of the strongest argu­ 
m ents in favor of crem ation. 
But, lie adds, 
“adm itting the truth of all th a t has been 
advanced against these memorials, if it 
could be shown th a t they do subserve some 
wortiiy purpose, their abolition need not be 
pressed too strongly; but does any one 
im agine th a t the dead lie easier for them , 
or th a t the living are ess bereaved?” 
Every criticism , every charge, th at can be 
sustained aga nst these stages of the busi­ 
ness of 
m ourning already touched upon 
applies with equal force to tho w earing of 
crape as now in vogue: and, furtherm ore, 
the practic Is open to ob actions peculiar to 
itself, and which aro sufficient to secure its 
universal condem nation, if 
people were 
not so biased Dy inherited beliefs as to be 
rendered incapable ot free action in the 
m atter, Ak serious as is the tax imposed 
by a wholesale change of dress, tho eco- 
nomic argum ent against crape is the least 
im portant. Fashion regulates the am ount 
of crape to be worn, and the period of 
wearing it, and from it the degree of grief 
m ust not appeal. To the charge of crape- 
wearing being expensive as well as artificial 
is adbed the argum ent of its unhealthful- 
ness: the long black veils are alm ost sure 
to add the pains of headache to the pangs 
of heartache. 
“D eath’s heads, graves, knells, blacks 
and tom bs" are the peculiar property of 
Christendom , being alm ost unknow n to 
pagan antiquity. 
The eider Disraeli, in 
m entioning the fact th a t tho skeleton, as a 
symbol of death, Is an invention of ttie m id­ 
dle ages, adds: “The ancient artists so 
rarely attem pted to personify death th at 
we have not discovered a single revolting 
imago of ihf* nature in all the works of an­ 
tiquity.” 
I his being so. the oonceDiion of 
death as an awfu! .spectre aud th© wearing of 
gloomy black as a compulsory tribute to his 
grim ness eau h a rd y be regarded as a m ark 
of our superiority over our pagau prede­ 
cessors. 
It would, continues the writer, of oourse 
only provoke a storm of righteous indigna­ 
tion to hint th at the reason for so much 
gloom on the occasion of a deal ii is. that in 
the stress of affliction the C hristian's faith 
fails him, and that, for the time, the glories 
of the world beyond seem to vanish. 
Yet 
this passionate m ourning, which, instead 
of being hidden in the depths of the heart, 
is obtruded upou 
the 
notice of 
every 
passer-by, how shall it be uiaiie to harm on­ 
ize with tile belief th a t the good who die 
are infinitely happier than they were be- 
lore? 
As a m eans of abolishing the practice of 
w earing crape it is suggt sled that among 
the clauses of every will be included one 
enjoining the legatees to wear no crape, on 
pain of forfeiture of their i ©quests. This 
would virtually put au end to Hie wearing 
of crape, and m ight eventually modify the 
ostentatious funeral. The one is w ithout 
doubt a serious detrim ent to Hie health and 
spirits of every one who wears it, and while 
the rich may find consolation in the pomp- 
o s pageant aud trappings of woe, to the 
poor or even m oderately well-to-do the out­ 
lay necessary to m ake a respectable show 
cannot be m et w ithout deprivation to the 
living. W hy not as-ert one’s independence 
and adjust these m atters to one’s m eaus?

The decay period began on April I, 1886, 
when the deiendant w rote: “It. Is not so 
m uch the m atter th at occurred on Sunday 
night, i s the constant accusing me of see­ 
ing some one else that has annoyed me.” 
'J hen defendant went on m aking appoint­ 
m ents, breaking them , aud trying to induce 
tile gill to give him up; aud a t length he 
tol l her he was m arried. 
The jury gave a verdict for £250.

COMBAT WITIH A TIGER. 


T hrilling Scene a t the P hiladelphia Zoo— 
A M an E n ters the Cage of an In fu ri­ 
ated Beast. 
P h il a d e l ph ia . F ebruary id . — The Zo­ 
ological Garden hero was the scone of a 
thrilling and very noarlv fatal incident 
about 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
It is 
a ttiia t hour th at the anim als in the lion 
house aro fed. 
There aro other anim als id 
this house besides the lions, am ong them a 
tine Bengal tiger, nam ed 'K ing,” an un­ 
usually handsom e beast, m assive of lim b 
and vicious in leap er. 
Georgo Robinson, 
his keeper, has had a great deal of trouble 
w ith him, aud lias otlou been com pelled to 
resort to extrem e m easures in bis punish­ 
m ent. 
And 
yet there are 
tim es when 
“K ing” is as docile as a kitten, and Robin­ 
son has frequently gone into the cage and 
played w ith the beast as a boy would w itn a 
dog. 
i estorday. bowover. “K ing” seemed to be 
in an unusually bad tem per, tearing up and 
down his * ago all Hie loiouoon. fiobiiiKon 
tried several tim es to m ake him quiet dowu, 
but he Wits unsuccessful. He thought, how­ 
ever, th a t "King’s” ugly hum or would dis­ 
appear at feeding tim e, and be concluded 
to w ait until then before adm inistering pun­ 
ishm ent. In m aking h s preparations to 
feed tho animals, the keeper h is to pass be­ 
fore the cugasa num cr of tim es, and liny 
be time very restless and im patient. 
“K ing” on this occasion seem ed to do in a 
terrible rage, aud finally, as the keeper 
passed by his cage, the tiger thrust his im ­ 
m ense paw through the bars and struck the 
leo per’s ann, tearing away tho cloth in g and 
into Hie flesh. 
Robinson, whose tem per when aroused is 
about as fiery a* the tiger’s, became enraged 
Iii turn, and he determ ined to ent r the 
cage an I conquer the beast. It w as down­ 
right madness, but no persuasion of the 
other keepers and attendants could prevail 
on the dauntless m an to givo u p his pur­ 
pose. One ct the men was sent hurriedly 
to find Head-Keeper By tne. who was at 
that limo in a distant part of the garuen, so 
th at his authority m ight prevent Robinson 
from doing what every one believed to no a 
foolish and fatal thing. He had hardly 
gone, however, before Robinson had sprung 
to the rear of the ca-'*, throwu open tho 
door, and leaned into tho beast’s den, slam ­ 
m ing to Hie cb or after him. 
Then ensued a scene which those who 
saw it can never forget 
Man and hea t 
fared each other, and Tor a m om ent neither 
moved an im h - th e beast, quieted by the 
m an’s sudden entrance, glared at iis oppo­ 
nent apparently in u tter surprise at his 
reckless action; the m an, brave and un­ 
daunted, and arm ed w ith only a stout whip, 
was positively superb as he stood looking 
steadily into the eyes of the tiger. 
By this tim e at least fifty people had 
gathered in the house, and am ong them 
Ro bineon’s wife and child, who were there 
to visit him. and had been out of the houso 
when the trouble bogan, lits wile sank 
back upon one of the benches and closed 
her eyes th at silo m ight not see her hus­ 
band torn to pieces, and his child, too vouug 
to realize the aw uu position of its father, 
clung to its m other's diess crying. 
Hts 
little voice was the only sound th a t broke 
the stillness. 
T he tiger now crouched as if about tp 
spring, and Robinson know th at tho mo­ 
m ent of ids supremo trial iiad come, lie 
aw aited the attack w ithout tho quiver of a 
m uscle—still looking the brute fixedly in 
the e y e ; and then it came. tho tiger Pound­ 
ing forward like a ihunderbolt 
Robinson 
was ready for it, and ho leaped quickly 
aside, tho tiger being carried by the im petus 
of his sering lull against the liars at the 
end of the cage. As it shot bv him , Robin- 
sun struck it a heavy Mow with his whip 
across the Hanks. “K ing” uttered a how l 
of pain an rage, and was up and at tho 
keeper again with tho rapidity of lightning. 
T ins tim e Robinson did not fare so well. 
One of the tiger’s clows naught his arm in 
passing and tore out a piece of fiesli. Again 
the Keeper applied his whip, apparently un­ 
m indful of his tw o wounds, and again Hie 
tiger turned and sprang at its would-be- 
m aster, leaping straight nt his breast and 
striking full against it.

With him were two assistant keep­ 
ers to whom he gave hurried directions, 
and they went im m ediately to the rear of 
tho cage, taking care th at the tiger did not 
see them as they went. Byruo beld In his 
hand a 'ong pole.on the end of which was 
a sharp spike. 
As be readied the bars he 
shouted at Hie tiger rn a loud, com m anding 
tone, aud th ru st the spike into tim anim al’s 
flank. 
W ith a howl of rage “King” rose 
from his position on the body of Robin­ 
son and dashed against tile burs where 
Byrue was standing,trying to reach his new 
enemy. This was w hat tile head-keeper 
wanted, tor at th a t m om ent the two assist­ 
ants appeared at the door in the rear, ready 
to perform their part in the rescue Byrne 
had planned. 
Fortunately Robinson had 
fallen near the door, and as Byrne kept u p 
his com bat with the tiger, plunging the 
spike again and again into his body, the as­ 
sistants opened 
tho 
door, grasped the 
w ounded and still Insensible m an by the 
arm s aud jerked nim out of the cage.

It consists 
of a blackboard, which can be hung up be­ 
hind the scenes, w herever desired, and 
which is connected with tho conductor’s 
desk by two electric wires, and the princi­ 
ple depends on a curious optical delusion. 
On tne blackboard there aro visible two 
lines, one black, Hie other white. 
The 
former is barely visible E ach line represents 
the position of ordinary square-edged stu ­ 
dent’s rulers. w hich lie in two hollows ex­ 
pressly made to receive them in the sur­ 
face of tho blackboard, and whioh are soar- 
ranged that they can swing one-ounrter way 
round on their axes, ana show two faces 
alternately.

Tile Illusion Is complete, 
oven when one knows tho m echanism of the 
board. The conductor ot tho orchestra h is 
a sm all iron footniece, which is connected 
with tho board by tho two wires already 
m entioned.

He had 
no relatives in the world, and no one could 
tell where tie came from. although there is 
a local tradition that lie came from Canada 
all alone in a boat by him self m ore than 
fifty years ago. 
He had but one mission, one object, on 
earth, and th at was tooxterm inato a1) kinds 
o ft bisti-s. For tho entire half century he 
never relented in hts w arfare upon these 
enem ies of the farmer.

BO Y C O T TIN G IN INDIA. 


P ra c tise d fo r A ll Agr* nit Mortal o r K e­ 
ll git* ii* Ground*. 
Boycotting, differing in some particulars 
from the way iii which it is uono in the land 
w here th e English term originated, has 
been practised for ages in 
India. 
'I he 
Hindoo boycott is practised on pm aly social 
or religions grounds. A boycotted Hindoo 
can buy anything anyw here e rg o to any 
place he Ukes, only people will not go to his 
house or associate with him or his fam ily i ii 
any w ay; and whereas, an Irish-Englisli 
boycott m ay be tem porary, the Hind o is 
perm anent, or can be done away with only 
by going through col tain expiatory rites 
or costly cerem onies, which come hard 
even 
on 
tho 
richer 
classer 
In Ire­ 
land a m an m ay be toy cot ten for no fault 
ot his own. but in India boycotting follow s 
upon a breach ot observance of n in e time- 
honored custom or ny any jut bile offence 
against traditional notionsof propriety, and 
is a!lied to outcastlng, though quite d st,im t 
and not half so severe. 
A man can lo-** his 
caste only by breaking one of its well-de­ 
fined rules, which urn quite different lrom 
m ere custom s or observances An outcastcd 
man is necessarily boycotted but u boy­ 
cotted m an keeps his caffe ail right as long 
us 1)0 does not act against Us rules. 
Again, 
a man may be outcaste^), but not Ids family, 
for that reason, but his relatives will be 
boycotted if they associate with him. 
As an instance of how it works, the fol­ 
low ing occurrence is narrated. Some ycais 
agon learned pupil.t give his daughter in 
m arriage when she was a few' years older 
than 
the 
prescribed 
m arriageable 
age 
am ong the Hindoos, and the off en co was 
rendered doubly heinous ny the perpetrator 
being a Brahm in of high order, 
tie was 
strictly boycotted accordingly, and n otw ith­ 
standing his great reputation a a a scholar 
and a benevolent person, and in spite of bis 
endeavois to propitiate the Brahm ins in 
niftily ways, he is still avoided by orthodox 
Hindoos. 
A whole fam ily has been boy­ 
cotted for receiving and associating with 
one of its m em bers wtio had returned from 
England and bad lost hi** caste by eating 
with Englishm en. Oue gentlem en has bvon 
boycotted forever for getting his widowed 
daughter m arried.If auy body’n son or daugh­ 
ter-in-law' associates publicly with non- 
Hindoos, the offending individual is out- 
caated, and the whole fam ily boycotted, 
lf a Bon does not m ourn for a deceased 
father as presort Ired. be is boycotted. 
In 
somo parts of India, men aru boycotted for 
we iring trousers of European pattern—or 
any dress th at was not worn by their an­ 
cestors 1000 years ago. A well-known his­ 
torical exam ple is th at of the royal fam ily 
ofJeypore, which was boycotted for hun­ 
dreds of years by tho other Hajuoot rovu! 
fam ilies for beiug the first Hindoo laraily 
of prim cly rank who offered a daughter in 
m arriage to a Mogul emperor. 
In llajpoutani w hole tribes aro boycotted 
if somebody does not properly observe tho 
traditional customs, or forms a connection 
w ith a lower caste or with non-Hindoos. 
Boycotting can now be raised by tho judi­ 
c io u s use of gold. A distinguished Hindoo 
gentlem an and m erchant of a la rg e town 
was boycotted for his reform ing propensi­ 
ties. His old orthodox m other, who li*ed 
in tiio country, on the occasion of a relig­ 
ious festival, directed the servant as usual 
to distribute offerings of rice, fruits and 
sw eetm eats am ong the Brahm ins of too 
neighborhood. AIT were refused because 
her sou was deserting his caste. She began 
to fear for tho destination of her soul. Her 
son tiien went down to his country house 
and sent round the gifts, with tho trifling 
addition of five rupees to each plate. The 
scornful Brahm ins of a few hours before, 
came running to his house, aud literally 
scram bled for tho presents. 
As another 
rich Hindoo rem arked, evidently, ’'caste 
was in his Iron ohest." 
Boycotting and outcasting are doubly 
oppressive for Hindoo women, ami for the 
m erest trifles. A-woman who does not put 
sindoor a red powder) on the parting of hor 
hair is boycotted. 
A m other-in-law can not 
e a te r live in her son-in-law’s house u* til 
lier daughter has had a child, and the wile 
for neglecting cerem ony at the birth is boy­ 
cotted. 
A man eau regain his caste by per­ 
form ing the expiation rites: but an out­ 
caste*! woman, especially if site has broken 
away from the Zenana, or associated w ith 
non-Hindoos, is never taken hack to her 
caste.

In the finest boats, experience has tau g h t 
builders how to distribute strains aud how 
to taper aud com bine tim bers so as to en­ 
dure tho greatest strength w ith the least 
weight. Stays of steel wires are used an a 
lilted vt itll turn buckles instead of wooden 
side-rails. and no ox pense is spared to m ake 
all the parts work together to the best ad­ 
vantage. In the com paratively sim ple con­ 
struction indicated in the diagram , th e 
weak point is the lunner-piank. which, 
being subject to trem endous pressure, would 
probably bend or break lf m ade only of a 
sim ple joist, it is. therefore, recom m ended 
to use two joists and Ut oue pass above aud 
the other underneath the centre-lim ber, 
boring the ends together aud bolt them 
fa st This will give a very stiff trass, and 
the ends of ihe side-rails may rest between 
liio joist*, securing still greater strength 
for the frame. 
When sailing in tho neighborhood of 
other ice yachts it is very im portant to ob­ 
serve the “rules of the road” to avoia col­ 
lisions. These are in brief its follows: 
1. A boat before the wind m ust keep out 
of the way of boats on either tack. 
2. A boat on the port tack. th at is, w ith 
the wind blowing against the port side, 
m ust keep out of the way of a boat on the 
starboard tack, th a t is. with the wind blow­ 
ing against the starboard side. 
3. A bout on the starboard tack m ust keep 
her course if in danger oi collision, for boats 
on all other tacks are bound to keep out of 
her way 
A reasonable observance of these 
rules will prevent ai) accidents by coliisiou. 
As a m eans of out-door recreation in win­ 
ter. nothing affords more exhilarating ex­

un ice yacht, and every

ber of the w inter squadron whenever a 
sufficient area of ice can be found.

atio n in th is country, u n d e r th e n a tio n a l 
or S ta te g overnm ents.

a re le ft o u t; o r should th ey aspire to a situ a ­

and. w ith o u t doubt, th a t m any w o rth y and 
h ig h ly capable m en w ill be k e p t ou t of 
office by a refu sal to su b m it to w h a t th e 
ad vocates of civ il service, in th e ir ow n case, 
w ould call an in d ig n ity . 
T h e re are, u n ­ 
doubtedly, m en in g o v e rn m e n t offices w ho 
are far superior, in m an y respects, to th e 
m en w ho hav e been placed o v er th em by 
appointm ents. T h is being trite, it c an n o t 
be claim ed th a t civil service, as ad o p ted or 
proposed, is to b riu g ab o u t su ch a reform as 
is an ticip ated . 
G rau ted , th a t m any m en 
received ap p o in tm en ts or p laces th ro u g h 
politici ms, w hich ap p o in tm e n ts w ere u nfit 
to be m ade, it is y et to be show n, o r proved, 
th a t all w ho g e t in u n d e r e x am in atio n s 
m erely, are to be b e tte r th a n som e w ho 
go t in som e o th er w ay. T h e best, perhaps, 
to be said ab o u t th e change. Is ta k in g from 
m em bers of C ongress Hie pow er of ap p o in t­ 
m ents, aud th a t is n o t en tire ly done aw ay 
w ith w h ere th e re is th e pow er or w here 
th e re is a ch an ce for influence.

suits.

E x p erien ce in life is 
g en erally th o u g h t to be of som e acco u n t 
au d value. 
It is n o t tho p ra c tic e in tow n or 
city affairs to ex clu d e from office m on be­ 
yond a c erta in ago, n o r is age ta k e n into ac­ 
co u n t ex cep t in con n ectio n w ith disab ility 
or decrep itu d e. 
M en are sen t to leg isla­

— Admiral Porter’s Testimony. 


IJew York and Brooklyn Can be 
Demolished in a Day. 


W ashington, February 20.—The Presc­ 
ient is lookinz tor a new m an for the 
treasury, w ith a view to establishing a bet­ 
ter connection w ith Congress than his ad­ 
m inistration has yet enjoyed. Actin* Sec­ 
retary F airchild has had a long talk w ith 
the President, and has told him th at ho 
hoped nothing but tho interest of the people 
and the party would be considered in the 
reorganization of tho departm ent. 
Mr. Fairchild has carried him self through 
a year’s severe trials and unm erited disap- 
poiutm esis w ith perfect grace and fine 
honor. He has had for m ouths sufficient 
reason to w arrant the expectation th at Mr. 
M anning’s place would bo lilied by promo­ 
tion. but today he has no thought of such a 
thing being done. 
The situation is, of 
course, not w ithout einburiassm eut to tho 
P resident as well as to Mr. Fairchild. Tho 
la tte r’s retirem ent from the Treasury car­ 
ries with it, however, no shock or interrup­ 
tion to a political am o tio n , for the acting 
secretary is as nearly w ithout political am ­ 
bition 
as 
any prosperous aud capable 
lawyer in th e country. It is well known 
th at ho turned aside from his profession to 
respond to tile appeal of his friend, Secre­ 
tary M anning, and came bore w ith tho sole 
purpose of prom oting the success of the 
treasury adm inistration. Being the chief 
law officer of 
tho departm ent, he has 
placed on tho records more im portant pre­ 
cedents for the guidance of the revenue 
and custom s officers than appear to Hie 
credit of any form er assistant secretary. 
Tho statem ent tiiat his place has of late 
been un exceedingly delicate and vexatious 
one is easy to credit. 
According to common report the secre­ 
tary ’s m alady has teen of th at peculiar 
character which m akes us victim a trying 
friend and an impossible foe. Among the 
stories cu rren t is one th at goes so fat as to 
declare th at Mr. M anning lett the treasury 
la it week w ithout consulting his as-istant 
neeie ary. and w ithout leaving behind a 
letter of resignation. The latter deficiency, 
th e story has it, was supplied by an alter 
arrangem ent which enabled the President 
to 
publish 
a 
friendly 
leave-taking 
correspondence 
between 
him self 
and 
the retiring 
official. 
Another 
story,

poled, describes Mr. M anning as reluctant 
to concede the necessity for ins retirem ent 
from the great duties th at had broken hun 
down, an i th a t his nearest friend. Treas­ 
urer .Jordan, anim ated by a desire lo smooth 
th e way of his chief, relinquished to him 
his own proposed position as president of 
te e New York bank, and accel ted tho 
vice-presidency instead, a place inferior to 
the cashiersbiD which he left when ho 
came to W ashington, a year aud a half ago. 
A dm iral P o rte r on N atio n al Defence. 
Tho following interesting and im portant 
com m unication from Admiral Porter, re­ 
lating to the defenceless condition of the 
harbors of New York and Poston and the 
necessity for proper arm am ent of the navy 
and the construction of war vessels, was 
received today by Congressman Lawler, 
w ho will subm it it tom orrow to the House:

My D ea r Si r —I ain som etim es surprised 
th a t our legislators are able to come to any 
conclusion w ith regard to w hat is required 
id the way of public defences. 
There areae m any conflicting statem ents 
m ade th at many members of Congress who 
are dispose ! to vote iii laver of appropria 
lions tor the arm y and navy are at a loss 
w hat couise to pursue. 
I notice, however, th at the tendency is 
to give guns for shore defences, and to dole 
out to the navy vessels and guns in very 
em ail num bers. 
I ain a strong advocate for guns for coast 
defence. 
Tl:e moro guns the better it 
will be for the country, provided th at the 
right arm of the national defence against 
foreign powers- the navy—is not neglected. 
I enclose you an ex tract from a W ashiug- 
ton paper which is calculated to m ake a 
sailor man laugh. The w riter talks of put­ 
ting a tort of 400 heavy guns at Sandy 
Hook. and 400 more at the "N arrow s.” 
These are to be concentrated on the head 
of a lieut five miles discant, and the en­ 
em y’s ships are to disappear as if blown up 
by torpedoes. 
In such statem ents people lo-e sight of 
tho fact th at foreign ironclads are built to 
resist any am ount of shot th at can lie di­ 
rected against them, It would actually be 
necessary to knock all the heavy iron top­ 
work oil tho said ships before their guns 
could be rendered useless; and then w hat 
was left of tim hulls could steam away, as 
th eir engines would lie uninjured. 
This is the kind of ve sol the heaviest 
foreign ironclad is intended to be, and I am 
quite certain they will fulfil tho expecta­ 
tions of their builders. 
A fie t of heavy ironclads could run past 
8audy Hook at night, no m atter how m any 
guns we 
m ight have thore, unless the 
channel was 
thoroughly obstructed by 
heavy rails, and partially dolended by 
sunken torpedoes. In addition to such de­ 
fences we would require heavy m onitors to 
assist th e forts. The sam e thing may be 
caid of tho Narrows. 
M o re %Vay * T h > a O ne I n to N ew Y o rk . 
Tho passage by sandy Hook, which is 
aow used for all vessels, is not the only fair 
•Way into New Y’ork harbor. There is a 
channel along the shore of Coney Island 
th ree and one-fourth m iles from Sandy 
Hook, and out of range of any guns from 
th a t point. This is called tho Roscoe or 
L ast Channel. I was on tho survey of New 
Y ork harbor and bar witb Captain Sidney. 
U nited States Navy, fifty years ago, and I 
w as in the tug widen towed the shin Ros­ 
coe, then the largest Liverpool packet, out 
of New Y'ork. through tiiiB channel to the 
sea. 
It 
is 
a 
straight, 
fair 
way 
to 
and from the ocean, cleaner than the or- 
ldinary channel past S a n d y H o o k, with a 
depth of 20Vis leet at mean high water. A 
fleet of ironclads could pass through Roscoe 
channel as easily as they could pass Sandy 
H ook; consequently an enem y’s fleet could 
approach w ithin a short distance of tho 
‘•Narrows” before guns 
in any num ber 
could be brought to bear upon it. 
llosooe 
channel m ight be obstructed, but it would 
not take long to rem ove these if no forts or 
ironclads were thore to prevent it. 
North of this channel and nearer Coney 
Island is a deep pocket entirely out of range 
of all forts now existing, w here an enem y’s 
fleet could lie in safety w ith am ple depth 
Pl water, throw shells into the heart of 
Brooklyn with the eighty-ton gnus. a n i 
probably w ith sm aller ones. These shells 
could also reach the City Hall, New Y'ork. 
T he four Italian Ironclads, Italia, Duillo. 
Lepanto, and Dandolo. all carry guns w ith 
a range of over nine miles, which would 
enable them to throw shells from the point 
I designate into the heart of New Y'ork city. 
W hat good would the forts be then w ith­ 
o ut Cue aid of heavy ironclads of the Moni­ 
tor type to m eet the ships th at could be 
sent against us? 
The property in New Y'ork City is worth 
tw enty tim es as much as all the ironclads 
in the world, yet eight of the heaviest of 
these vessels could come over here and 
w ithout even crossing the bar could set tire 
to New Y'ork and Brooklyn. 
It is all very well to have torpedoes and 
torpedo vmsels, for thev are m ost valuable 
adjuncts in tim e of w ar; but the enemy 
would have m eans of disposing of them by 
devices 
which 
are 
being 
perfected 
from 
year to year. 
In 
the 
Russo- 
Turkish war. which is the only one, except 
our civil war, we know of where torpedoes 
have been cxteneieely used, w iih the hun­ 
dreds of W hitehead torpedoes employed by 
th e Russians against the T urkish navy, only 
one T urkish ship. of inferior quality, was 
destroyed. D uring our civil war. w here the 
Confederates had 
their rivers, harbors, 
bars, etc., obstructed 
by torpedoes, the 
U nited States lost but twenty-two vessels. 
in suite of the great energy and intrepidity 
of tim Confederates: and I am quite satis­ 
fied th at they were as Avell prepared in 
those days for the defence of their channels 
a9 we are today, aud m uch better provided 
w ith torpedo boats. 
T u r p r d o e i AT* O b stru c tio n . 
I don’t think any naval com m ander, as a 
rule, ever Hesitated to dash through tor- 
pedoes; and w hat vessels we lost were 
mostly destroyed from w ant of proper pre­ 
cautions. It is all nonsense to talk of de­ 
pending on torpedo boats or torpedo m ines 
alone in tim e of war. The force th at will 
win in the long run will be the heavy iron­ 
clads and the heavy guns. These, w ith a 
sufficient num ber of forts, will prevent tile 
entrance of foreign ships into our harbors, 
and they are the only things th at will do it 
It is no greater trouble at present for an 
enem y with electric lights to go down at 
n ight and cut torpedo wires and thus render 
th e m achines harmless, than to light up a 
coal m ine with electric light in spite of lire 
dam p. 
, 
One of tho paragraphs of the article I 
enclose speaks of concentrating the lire or 
certain gnus on the head of a fleet, to 
which I have bofore referred. This ero-

I do not feel any hesitancy in pointing out 
these facts, for any power wishing to enter 
, New York could bud out all about tim 
channels in halt an hour, m erely by con* 
j suiting tho harbor chart, and be able to en- 
i ter exactly as I would do if com m anding a 
I sufficient force to enable me to enter a E u­ 
ropean port. 
O u r tV rn k n rii K now n A broad. 
I don’t th in k it any violation of confi- 
dence in me to say ti at tho Herm an govern­ 
m ent in particular has at this m om ent com ­ 
plete plans of all our forts, and every par­ 
ticular in relation to the principal uarbors 
of tho United States. 
I nave no doubt th at 
our engineers' departm ent could give pretty 
m uch the same intorm ation in regard to 
the principal loroigu ports. 
I include iu this letter a statem ent of a 
nine m ile circular fire under w hich certain 
points would be from tho lire of ironclads 
anchored under Coney Island—namoly, all 
of Staten Island, a large portion of Bergen 
Neck, southern railroad docks of Jersey 
Citv, south end of New York City, to nearly 
one-fourth 
of

m ile 
above 
City 
Hall, all of Brooklyn to near H unter’s 
Foint, including Brooklyn bridge aim tho 
navy yard. Jam aica bay aud Rockaway 
beach. 
This aroa would offer sufficient 
am usem ent to a beet of ironclads for one 
day ut least, and tho only guns th at could 
be brought to bear upon it trom Hie shorn 
would be at a point where F ort Tom pkins 
is now situated, on Staten Island. 
I don't 
suppose it, eve; struck anybody that, it 
would ever bo necessary to locato tho heavi­ 
est guns ou Coney Island to prevent a beet 
from anchoring at that point and bring into 
the city of New York. 
I lie; o is another im plem ent of war which 
is now being ex peri rn en ted with, which 
may prove more destructive than oven tho 
heavy tided gun; th at is, tho tided mortar. 
I don't Know exactly w hat tho ranges of 
very largo m ortars would bo, but judging 
irons w hat I Know of smooth-bore m ortars 
tlio range of nded m ortars would he some­ 
thing fabulous. Im agine tw enty or th ,n y 
m ortar boats lying undor Coney Island 
and 
devastating 
city and country for 
m iles around. 
You see, alter all, the main 
defence of our coasis and harbors is the 
heavy 
ironclad monitor, w ith tho m ost 
powerful guns. th at can move from point to 
point, and like the turtle carry its defences 
on its back. 
We have so many points that 
require absolute protection th a t we need 
10,000 rilio guns at a cost of at least $200,- 
000,000, putting the guns a t alo w figural 
whereas ny 
ildm g a largo beet of tho 
heavest ironclads we could keep them 
laid 
up 
in 
fresh 
w ater 
in 
a state of preservation for IOO years, amt 
be ready in a week to drivo any enemy 
from our coast. Better than that, pos-ei-s- 
ing such a beet as I have m entioned, no 
one wouid ever w ant to come here to attack 
us. An enem v would be kept busy hunting 
our sw ift cruisers on the ocean, which 
would give them as much as they could a t­ 
tend to. Under such circum stances our 
posterity would have a much nigher rose,eel 
for us than will be the case if we let things 
ruu ou as they are doing at present. 
Ito sto ii’n A w ful P e ril. 
Now we will come to Boston, which is 
ten times worse off than New Yon*. I don't 
suppose there is a Bostonian a t this mo­ 
m ent who realizes th at a single ironclad 
can lay before tho city at a distance of live 
m iles and knock Hie State House about the 
ears of tho inhabitants. Due or two heavy 
guns would set tho city on tire in every part 
without any risk to the besiegers. 
The inner harbor of Boston is bristling 
w ith forts not oue of which is worth a cent 
in a contest w;th the ironclads; aud to pro­ 
tect it it will be necessary to have a fine of 
forts from Deer Island to N ahant, a distance 
of 34* milos. 
Even the harbor would not be protected 
at night, tor the attacking vessels would 
merely have to ch ango position from time 
to time, aud. having secured their ranges, 
keep up as d estiu ctiv ea lire as in the day­ 
time. 
Tho only rem edy for all this is a beet of 
ironclads. 
All the weakness in our coast 
defences to w hich I have relented applies to 
all the harbors enum erated bv me iu a 
form er letter to you. 
I may not live to see 
the injury I have m entioned iufiicted on 
the country. I hope I may not. You. being 
a younger m an. may live to see It, all. in 
which case you can gve me credit for being 
a true prophet.

The condition of trade and tho outlook 
at the principal m arkets may be seen ai a 
glance in the sum m ary of the situation as 
it presents itself to the in lelligeut and dis­ 
crim inating "B radstreet” agents. 
Reports 
to th at agency point to the m ovem ent of a 
m oderately improved volum e of general 
m erchandise during the week, due in part 
to lower labor troubles, and ai some points 
to more seasonable weather, together with 
beginnings of spring purchases. 
Activity 
in distributiou of staple noons is most pro­ 
nounced at Kansas City, Chicago. New 
Orleans and Detroit. 
At New Y ork. Bos­ 
ton, Philadelphia and C incinnati there is 
an im proving tendency. 
At most other 
points reported trade is fair only, or w ith­ 
out m aterial change, except a t M ilwaukee 
and Indianapolis. 
Toe total bank clearings at thirty-three 
cities were 897(5,768,680 this w eek, against 
4961.711.471 last week, mid $oo-i.4so.i 75 
for the third week of February, 1880, a gam 
during the week of $25,000,000, or 21a per 
cent,, and as compared w ith last year of 
$ 12,000,000, or 1.2 per cent. Tho increase 
is cidetiy due to gains at New York. Boston 
and Philadelphia, where the w eek’s gain 
aggregates over #23.000.000. The increase in 
New Yolk ban s loansof $12,000,000 within 
two weeks was caused largely through hav­ 
ing to carry railway shares returned from 
Furope. 
The tendency tow ard gold ex­ 
ports, in spite of late heavy exports of 
produce, also points in part to the extont 
of recent foreign sales of Am erican securi­ 
ties. 
The dem and f< r iron and steel has been 
less pronounced. Southern pig has noi gone 
West so freely, aud some bas come hast. 
J rices E ast and West ar • firm, but un­ 
changed. A foreign Bessemer pig sale of 
Ho,duo is noted, with about BOO,OOO tons of 
foreign m aterial contracted for I s s 7 de­ 
livery in the United ^States. 
W iih present 
conditions continued till the opening of 
navigation, a further advance in domestic 
iron prices is probable. 
Hard ware and 
agricultural implem n t sales at tile West 
are generally very active. 
W heat has been bearish. No. 2 red closed 
at New York at 90'/i cents against 90-* 
last week. Pork bas been bri>k and lard 
active. 
There is little or no change in 
sugar prices. The Louisiana sugar cane 
crop is two m onths ahead of last year, au l 
a loot high. The acreage has been in­ 
creased, and central fa< tories are being es­ 
tablished. YVestern tobacco at New Y ork 
is active on large sales at shaded quotations. 
Petroleum prices are low and regular. 
Exports this year have declined about 250.- 
000 barrels, and Russia’s efforts to compete 
in the United Kingdom and on the conti­ 
nent are reported to have yielded her con­ 
trol of a large per cent, of the petroleum 
consum ed in Europe outside of Russia. 
Cotton goods are active, and standard 
fabrics are firm at higher figures. P rints 
are slower to move. Woollens move slowly 
at last year’s rates. 
Wool is steady and 
quiet and more in buyer’s favor than lor 
many w eeks.

The com plaint asserts th at Hilton and Lib- 
bey, the executors of the estate, never filed

The storm increased 
and tim wav e* broke over tim vessel us sire 
ploughed along uiuier reefed sail. W hen 
I od M ontauk Point Gibbous m ade up bis 
mind 
th at ho would 
I avn 
the bark 
and try to pet to land. 
Ilia com pan­ 
ions tried to dissuade him, and told Ii im it 
was sure death to risk him self to tho angry 
waters. But then argum ents were <>t no 
avail, and Gibbous decided to m ake tho 
venture. 
As he was m erely a passenger on 
the vessel, he was allowed to have hts way, 
so a life boat was lowered and lie sci off to 
reach the land. Tho little boat and the 
bark soon parted company. 
Tho storm 
grew heavier and night fell suddenly upon 
the waters, shutting out Hie craft that boro 
the adventurous sailor from the sight of 
the mon on the bark. 
W nen Gibbons found him self alone in the 
boat he experienced tho curious sensations 
th at a man (eels when he is apparently 
s h u to u t from tho world and had nothing 
but a frail boat between him and the terri­ 
ble waters. Hut he rowed along pluckily, 
keeping the boat headed up well against t e 
wind and was 
m aking some prog re s 
when ho had tire m isfortune to break 
an oar. 
T hat 
threw 
him 
com pletely 
at the mercy of the waves aud wind. They 
buffeted the little boat shout like a cockle­ 
shell, aud it was only the work of a short 
tim e. in w hich tho boat shipped so much 
w ater th at she began to sink. 
Gibbous 
clung to tire boac, which finally overturned. 
The storm was terrific. The night was 
densely dark, and tho shipw recked sailor 
was m om entarily expecting to go dowu. 
AU through the night lie ( lung to the boat 
and m anaged to asea; e death. 
When day cam e again lie found th a t ho 
had drifted out and was w ithout hope un­ 
less he should be picked un by a passing 
vessel. He bad no rations am i began to 
suffer the pangs of hunger. Tire m inutes 
and hours dragged wearily along,

Thus it happened 
it was nearly a year before Ins friends were 
apprised of bis safety, and th at the news 
was a joyful surprise to them goes w ithout 
saying. 
It was some m ouths longer before 
he was able to get home. He made his first 
trip to New H aven today since ire sailed out 
of here on th at adventurous voyage.

detained for ovor two years. The trouble 
arose m ainly from a heavy debt forced upon 
tho bark by Sam uel Dabnoy, Am erican con­ 
sul a t Bayal, Azores Islands. 
The Rousens sailed from New York tho 
latter part of 138 t for Malaga w ith a gen­ 
eral cargo of merchandise, and by reason of 
heavy w ea:bor she was obliged to put into 
Faval as a harbor of refuge. 
A board of survey was called bv the mas­ 
ter of the Reasons, who contended, as the 
repairs would am ount to more than the 
value of the bark, th at she should fie con­ 
dem ned as a constructive total loss and 
abandoned to the underw riters. 
Consul 
i iabney, who is a deaior in vessel’s supplies, 
however, insisted on repairing tire bark, 
which he did, taking in paym ent a liottotn- 
ry bond, payable on the vessel and cargo 
when the bark arrived at Malaga. 
The ow ners found their craft hopelessly 
in debt. T heir only salvation would be to 
got lier homo, w here the obligation could 
bo pai l w ithout difficulty. They also found 
that a debt contracted outside of Spain or 
lier dom inions could net he enforced w ithin 
her provinces. 
In spite of all this tho ves­ 
sel was seized aud a w rit issued for hor con­ 
fiscation, anil for two years sire was in 
charge of a Spanish official, rotting a t tire 
wharves, 
A snit for dam ages ims been 
brought against the Spanish governm ent 
by Sbubert cc Cou n tia n . A. Conover, F. 
ll. i.isioy and others of this P o rt for dam ­ 
ages, which dem and is in the banus oi Dec- 
rtia iy of State Bayard.

CHINESE IDOLS. 


Splendid Joss House for California Bass­ 
wood Gods—Binging a Chestnut Gong 
to Summon a Divinity. 
.San FraucUto Examiner.! 
A new and very cestly Chinese temple has 
been erected on Sacramento street, near 
Kearny, and is deserving of mention as 
being by far the most ela orate joss bouse 
upon the l ’acitic coast. It was built by the 
Tong Wo Company, which numbers no less 
than 16.000,000 members, of which there 
are probably 10,000 upon this coast. 
It is not the usual pagoda-like structure 
of China, our climate precluding anything 
like that; but a long brick building, with 
an open veranda, which extends the entire 
length of it. The lower Dart of the build­ 
ing. although of brick, not being suffi­ 
ciently solid to stand the pressure of so 
large a structure as the temple being built 
above it, the architect had it built of wooden 
studding, completely coven* i with iron 
lath, making it perfectly lire-proof. The 
imitation bronze decoration throughout the 
structure is very be.iutilul and costly, it ail 
baying Peen done I y hand iu Chum. It is 
made of a b od wood peculiar to that coun­ 
try, which, by expos ire to the air, becomes 
almost as hard is i on. It Is Prat elaborately 
carved in birds, dowers, fiuit, ah wonder­ 
fully true to nature, and then covered with 
gold leaf. Tho building is three stories 
nigh, tile first and second boors being used 
for stores bv some of the Wealthier mer­ 
chants. 
Entering through a long, nicely carpeted 
lait. the visitor ascends two flights of stairs, 
aud at ttie very top of Hie building buds 
himself at the entrance of the temple. 
He 
enters a long open piazza which 
faces 
Kearny street, and a cords a most beautiful 
view of the ba', Tile railing is handsomely 
dei orated with I rge vases oi 
growing 
plants and trailing 
in es, and Immense 
round and square Chinese lanterns, w in h 
are always lighted at night, hang from the 
ceilings. Thesquare lanterns are Aspects fly 
beautiful, being of the most delicate cut 
glass, a yard long and one foot wide, each 
slue ornamented with Chinese landscapes 
most skilfully executed by native artists. 
There a;e three rooms in the temple; Hie 
one on the left-hand side leads into a 
large 
audieu e-room, 
handsomely 
car­ 
peted 
and 
furnished 
xvii ii 
straight 
lacked 
wooden 
chairs, coveted 
with 
crimson 
cloth 
elaborately 
worked 
in 
massive void embroidery. 
Chinese pic­ 
tures of birds ai d trees, particularly well 
delineated, d curate the halls. This room 
is usod for any business they desire to trans­ 
act Leading out of Ila se ond room, sim­ 
ilarly decorated. is used as a so Jal parlor, 
and at eacn end is a small room -one lor 
the pried*, the other for the president of 
the company, who. being a nobleman, has 
his name and seal painted up ii the win­ 
dow'. 
Across the glass is painte i long, 
brown, naked cranches of 
bamboo, oil 
which swarms ol flies have settled. Two 
chairs, a table and a lounge comprise the 
(urn lure of Hits apartment. 
The central room, tbs joss house proper, 
is about sixty feet long by fifty-four feet 
wi e. A long table at which IWO Chinese 
are constantly era; toyed in writing on 
sheets of palier, which are bought by the 
Chinese who come to hum them in pro­ 
pitiation i eiore the image of Maquin. tile 
god who protects them from ail evil. 
He 
occupies 
a 
niche 
on 
the 
right 
hand 
near 
tho 
door. 
and 
is 
represented 
as 
an 
old 
gray-haired 
man. sitting clothed in the richest gar­ 
ments, with the wand of destiny in his 
hand. Very rn ar him is the -tone furnace, 
which is about two lee! long ny three leet 
wide. where the paper often rigs ate burned. 
Tile Chinese believe thai when they burn 
money i ere it goes to their dead friends, a 
sort of spiritual coiu which they use and 
need. 
Su-nended directly in front of the door is 
a large piece of bronze in the form of a 
crown, very costly and hearing lepresent a* 
tious ol various s cues of judicial life in 
China. 
Behind it is an altar with enor­ 
mous vases ol artificial bowers and pea­ 
nut k-feathers, winch they always place 
befor their dead as we do dowers. On 
each side are hay (some 
bronze vases 
Idled with sticks of punk, the incense 
of which, when burning, they lielieve 
serves as food to their dead fronds, and 
large wax caudles which they light to 
guide them on their w ay to the Chinese 
heaven. When a Chinaman wishes to wor­ 
ship he first rings a huge bronze gong 
which Ii wigs near the furnace to call the 
god 
be 
wishes to 
see into the tem­ 
ple. 
They 
relieve 
that 
when 
not 
c rie d 
they 
are 
out 
protecting 
the 
Chinese. 
He 
then 
offers 
a 
burnt 
sacrifice lo protect himself from evil, aud. 
inking these vases of punk shakes them 
before tim idol or image of the god he has 
caked. Shaking horizontally, if one falls 
out he picks it up and looks at the num. or 
upon the end. which he gives to one of the 
Chinamen 
in charge, who hands him 
a 
private 
slip 
corresponding 
to 
tho 
number on the 
punk. 
This tells his 
fortune for the coming year. Behind the 
uliar already oes riued is a sort of throne 
whereon sit the three most important gods. 
Toe largest the one in the centre, is the 
Cod ol ilifc Sun. To him they took for suc­ 
cess in agriculture and business. The one 
on the r unt is the Cod of the Moon. He 
gives them health aud ru es the tides 
etc. 
To the one on tho leit. the God 
of the Earthquake, tliev univ for pro­ 
tection from disaster. Near the throne on 
the right st iuds the God of Ghostsor Spirits. 
He is represented standing with great tears 
rolling down his cheeks. The story of how 
ho became a god is thus told: Some sixty 
years ago a young nobleman was un fortunate 
enough to lose both parents. 
He was in­ 
consolable, and "cried himself dead," as 
the Chinaman expressed it. 
T hen all the 
gods iii nixy and reward for tiisfidelity made 
his parents "come alive." and sent a tiger to 
dig them out the tiger’s image is by the 
God of Ghosts’ side—and ever since his 
spirit, ha" had the honor of conducting the 
spirits of their dead to heaven. 
The narcissus, or Chinese lily, blooms 
everywhere in their temples and houses, 
and is beld especially sacred. Its legend is 
this: Many years ago two brothers were 
given large est ,tea in China, hut through 
the deception of the elder the younger ob­ 
tained only a very worthless piece of 
ground, on which nothing would - row 
except 
these 
Chinese 
lilies. 
While 
he was weeping over bistate the God of Sun 
came along and Messed the dower so that 
It became sacred, and, as it grows in no 
other part of China, he soon became rich 
tram its sale, while his wicked brother, 
cursed by tin- god. lost all he had. 
All the gods in this temple were brought 
from China, and there is only one day in tho 
year when they can be moved, that is 
tho loth of January, one week prev­ 
ious to the Chinese New Your, and is 
the day of dais to all Chinamen 
At 
12 o’clock orc isely the high priest takes 
the principal god in Ids arms aud. uttering 
a prayer the entire distance, goes from the 
old .los- house lo the new. followed by tho 


O ' her prie-ts carrying the infeuor gods after 
them, the noble and principal dignitaries. 
who are accompanied by a band of music 
until they reach the temple.

ELEVENTH PAVER. 
Here we are still, among these grand old 
magnolia forests, with the almost incessant 
roar of artillery and musketry in our ears, 
Hie desultory tiring kept up night and day 
being enough to keeptbe beleaguered rebels 
one would imagine perpetually without rest. 
They must certainly attach a deep im­ 
portance to tiffs stronghold, or human en­ 
durance could scarcely hold out against the 
dreadful ordeal to which we had subjected 
them. 
The 
bloody 
result of 
May 27 
taught us that it is far easier to talk of 
t iking a strongly fortified place than to do 
it, and we paid Hie dear penalty of that 
insane supineness which ever permitted 
such a fortress as Port Hudson to be built, 
when we could at one time have prevented 
it with scarcely more than a corpoial’s 
guard. 
All that the 27th of May left us we not 
only retain, but have gone far beyond. 
Along our whole line, lrom the extreme 
ri.;ht to the extreme ielt, we have bien 
gradually gaining upon the enemy, dis­ 
mounting their guns as fast as thev are re­ 
mounted, pi king off, 
tv 
our splendid 
shat psi looters, e ery man who dared to 
show bis load above their ramparts, and 
bv these me ins rendering their armaments 
almost u-eiess as we steal up closer aud 
clo-er to them. In some ptai es we ha e got 
out batteries to within 300 yards of them, 
and it is really terrible to peep through the 
embrasures oi one of them and almost look 
down the throats of the enemy’s guns, 
so close to us in trout. 
Thus matters continued until June 13, 
when the commanding general, deeming 
the time ha I arrived to give the feuds an­ 
other strong do-o, gave the order for one 
more simultaneous attack 
on 
Sunday 
morn ng, June IT. 
Be ore dawn the most terrific cannon­ 
ading commenced along our whole line 
ttiatev ers unned mortal ears, 
The shells 
bursting over Port Hudson, mingled with 
their own tiring and that of our beet, aud 
the d 'nse i louds ct our artillery, gave Hie 
place Hie appearance of one vast conflagra­ 
tion just about io burst Into dame. 
Aller two hours of this dreadful cannon­ 
ading there was a comparative lull, and the 
sharp anil cont nuous rattle of musketry 
told where the work of < eath was going on 
most furiously. This was at the right,where 
General Grover’R uivlsiou was placed, aud 
under him those gallant and 
fearless 
soldiers. Generals Weilzel and Paine. 
ll Weit/.el h..d the larger share in the 
work of the 27th. that nuty seemed today 
to tall on the command immediately under 
General Paine. The iorces of the latter 
consisted ct Hie Eighth New Hampshire. 
Captain Barrett, and the Fourth Wisconsin, 
under Capt in Moore, who were iii ad van e 
as skirmishers. Behind these came live 
eompauies of the Fourth Massachusetts and 
the tine Hundred and Tenth Ne* York, 
under Captain Bartlett, followed by four 
companies of the Third Brigade. 
blo eiy upon the.n name the Third 
Brigade, under Colonel Gooding, and < ora- 
posed of i ho Til irty-hrst Massachusetts,Lieu- 
tennnt-Colone! Hopkins.Ttiirty-eightn Mas­ 
sachusetts. Major Kichaidson. Fifty-third 
Ma--acliusetts, Colonel Kimball. One Bun­ 
dled and Piity-sixth New Y'ork. Colonel 
Sharpe. One Hundred and Seventy-fifth 
New York, Colonel Bryan, who was kilted. 
Then the Se; cud Brigade, mitier Colonel A. 
Fearing, and composed of the One Hun­ 
dred and Thiriy-third New York, Colonel 
Currier, and the One Hundred and Seventy- 
third New I ork, Ma or Galway—the rest 
of this brigade being detailed as skirmish­ 
ers. 
After the second came the First 
Brigade,under Colonel Ferrisof the Twei ty- 
etgnth Oonnecti ut; the Fourth Massachu­ 
setts, Col net V\ Hiker, and lour companies 
til the One Hundred and 'Lentil New York, 
under Ma or Hamilton. 
These were a I 
followed up by the necessary number of 
pioneers, aud Nims’ Massac husetis Battery. 
At 3.30a, in., Sunda/, June 14. the column 
formed on the Clinton ro ,d aud commenced 
moving. 
, 
At aoout 4 a. rn. the skirmishers moved 
right up to the scene of action, General 
P.tiue being with them in advancing, aud 
the deadly work commenced, the enemy 
pouring in on them the most terrible vol­ 
leys, and our dauntless men combating 
their way right up to the enemy’s breast­ 
works.

„ , 
, 
For boars the carnage continued furi­ 
ously ; our determined soldiers, iii spite of 
their general being .eriously wounded,and 
in spite oi the tearful odds against them ut 
lighting against men snugly screened be­ 
hind i licit' harriers, keeping up the light 
with the most indomitable bravery. It w is 
iinpo si Ie tor any men, under their cir­ 
cumstances. to show more reckless disre­ 
gard oi deatti. 
But Port Hudson was destined not to be 
carried this limo, at this point at any rate. 
Owing to the horrible inequalities of the 
ground, ami the impediments which the 
overwhelming slaughter ot our adv nee 
b aa created, the whole column was notable 
to come mi as expected, and late in tho 
aiternoon our troops had to be withdrawn. 
Luring the intensest part of tho struggle 
it is only lair to say that Colonel Kimuall 
of the I iftv-tlaird and Colonel Currier of 
the Cne Hundred and Thirty-third New 
York, advanced most gallantly with their 
men to re-enforce those in front. It is im­ 
possible to overrate the courage and endur­ 
ance whi h General Paine showed oil this 
occasion. Although 'o severely wounded 
in the leg a to be uuile disabled he would 
nut couront to leave the field, but remained 
there dunng the long sultry nay, to cheer 
on 
his 
men. at 
the momentary risk 
of 
boing 
killed 
by some rebel shot 
Various efforts were made by .his men 
to get him off the field, or at 
least 
lo get refreshments to him, and two gallant 
fellow’s, on two separate occasions, lost 
t eir lives in Hie attempts. One was E. P. 
Woods, private, ot Company E, Eightli 
New Hampshire, and the other John Wil­ 
li.uh s, Company D. Thirty-first Massachu­ 
setts, S. N. Busnach, Company A, Thirty* 
eigiith Massachusetts, succeeued in reach­ 
ing the general and supplying him with 
water, but was wounded in the attempt. 
Before General Paine was wounded he 
had succeedeu in getting rive regiments 
within three or tour rods of the enemy’s 
works, somo of the skirmishers actually 
getting inside. 
Our los8on this occasion was very great, 
the killed, wounded and missing of Paine’s 
command reaching to nearly 700. A num 
ber of officers and privates, among them 
Captain Steelyard of 
the Eighth New 
Hampshire, Lieutenant Hartley and Lieu­ 
tenant Newell of the same being wounded. 
were oruero I in as prisoners, under threats 
of being shot nom the enemy’s works. 
The loss in the Thirty-eighth Massachu­ 
setts was Lieutenant Holmes, killed: Lieu­ 
tenants V. K. Spear. N. Russell, Jr.. aud 
Charles H. Taylor (now of The Goble) 
were wounded. Ninety-one oat of 240 that 
formed in line that morning were either 
kil oil or wounded. General Paine was shot 
below the knee of the ie.t leg. and was not 
brought off the field till night time, when 
his wound was dressed and he immediately 
conveyed to Ntqw Orleans. 
While this was going on in one portion of 
General Grover’s command, the remainder, 
if not so hotly presrod, were scarcely less 
actively engage I 
At 2 a. in. the troops un­ 
der General Weitzel’s immediate command 
got into motion from their present locality 
(widen they so gallantly won on the 27th of 
May . an i advanced round to the left to 
Colonel Dudley’s iront, leaving five com­ 
panies on the picket-line. 
Tho attack, for assaults these demonstra­ 
tions can scarcely be 'ailed, was made tty 
tw o columns in two different places. The 
column on the right was composed of Gro­ 
ver’s mvision and Weitzel’s brigade, under 
command of General Weit/el, while the 
lelt was composed of G nerul Emorv’s 
division, under command of General Paine. 
Colonel Dudley's brigade of Angur’sdivis 
ion was held in reserve. 
'J he for es under General YVeitzel com­ 
prised his own brigade, formed of the 
Eignth Vermont. Lieutenant Colonel Dil­ 
lingham ; Twelfth Con ii eof. ic it, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Peck: Seventy-fifth New York. 
Lieutenant-Coicnel Babcock; 
One Hun­ 
dred and Fourteenth New Y’ork, Lieuteii- 
aut-Colouol Perlee, aud two regiments of 
Grover’s division, the Twentv-lourth Con­ 
necticut and ihe Fifty-second Massac!) u* 
s Its. The history of the action on the part 
of General Weit/.el would be but a counter­ 
part of that of General Paine, the same ob­ 
stacles to overcome, the same indomitable 
bravery in opposing them, the same tem 
porary suspension of hostilities in the face 
ol opposition too elaborately difficult to be 
surmounted for th it moment. 
On the right. General YVeitzel in com­ 
mand, tho advance was made by the Sev­ 
enty-sixth New York, under the command 
of i.aptam Cray, and the Twelfth Connec­ 
ticut, led by Lieutenant-CoJouel Peck, were 
detailed as skirmishers, forming a separate 
command under Lieutenant*! blouel Bab­ 
cock of the Seven;y-nitb New York. The 
Niuety-firat New York. Colonel Van /am it 
commanding, each soldier carrying a five- 
pound hand grenade, with his musket 
thrown over his shoulder, followed next in 
order. The skirmishers were to creep up

The seclusion which the Shah requires of 
his wives is shown by the quarters they oc­ 
cupy at the Ark or city palace. This is a 
vast enclosure, entered by a separate gate. 
In the centre of the court is an elegant gar­ 
den. Tho ladies have each their own apart­ 
ments in regular order iii the quadrangular 
building which, in its general plan, is not 
unlike barracks,although of course more or­ 
n a te arid attractive. No window's open on 
the street, but every apartment faces the 
court. 
Ventilation 
is gained not only 
by the open windows reaching to Hie 
floor, 
which. 
in 
that 
delightful 
climate, 
are 
open 
the 
greater 
part 
of the year, but also through shafts leading 
from the roof and connected with wind 
towers called budgers. These towers form 
an important feature of Persian dwellings, 
and are often very gracefully shaped. They 
have apertures opening to the four winds of 
heaven. Not only are the wives of the 
Shall forbidden to gaze into the street, but 
neither must any other ladies of Teheran 
en ny that cherished privilege. 
'Hie flat 
roofs are surrounded with high walls: aud 
thus, while one may enjoy a delightful 
promenade towards evening on the roof of 
the house and contemplate the vast and 
lovely landscape, oue can see no one nor be 
seen. 
These restiictions are much more rigor­ 
ous in Hie case of ladies of rank than of 
tho lowor classes. The latter enjoy much 
greater freedom, and while obliged to keep 
the fa ce well concealed when abroad, are 
al.owed much Ii erty, a liberty that there 
is no question results iii ad big to the « or- 
ruption ot morals, if a Persian wife can­ 
not ha ie the society of her husband she is 
likely to seek the society of other husbands. 
Intrigues are arrange! by third parties, 
generally professionals, usually old women. 
The woman being able to see the man 
while lie cannot see her fa e until sue 
m ikes the first advance, 
such intrigues 
usually commence by Hie woman first 
taking a fancy lo the man. It is compara­ 
tively easy for tile toyers to meet after all 
is arranged, owing to the disguise worn by 
the women, which makes it exceedingly 
difficult to distinguish one woman lrom 
another, and somewhat hazardous even for 
a jealous husband to attem pt to penetrate 
that disguise. 
But wnen a lady of rank proposes to go 
abroad everything is carefully arranged, 
and ii she is to visit another lady then the 
time of coming is carefully announced and 
everv man on the premises is expected to 
take himself out of the way. 
For example, 
when the wife of the Turkish ambassador 
desired to v sit tho ladies of the Unite i 
Mates legation, all the male servants were 
required to keep out of sight during her 
visit, nd even the master of the house was 
bound on his honor not to appear until she 
had left the premises. 
I have thought 
sometimes that the Persian women must 
take a secret satisfaction in thus disturbing 
the peace and liberty of tim sterner sex 
which has laid down such strict laws tor 
them. 
I he wives of the Shall are not however 
without entertainment at liome in spite of 
their apparent imprisonment. 
Many of 
them enjoy embroidering and are capa! ie 
of exqu site skill in the ans of needlework. 
Occasionally a lady is found in Hie Royal 
AnUeroou who is inclined to intellectual 
pursuits and interests herself in Hie study of 
languages, in composing poetry, painting 
or practising on Hie p;ano. Pianos, by the 
way, although carried over the mountains 
with extreme difficulty, are becoming quite 
common In Teheran, 
lf our government 
had been more alert in protectingour inter­ 
ests in Persia aud advancing our commerce 
there, doubtless American pianos would 
have round their way to that dismut land 
before this. Not uiifrequently these ladies 
give entertainments, to which the wives of 
most of the higli dignitaries are invited, 
and one may judge from hearsay that these 
occasions possess many features of a ro­ 
mantic character. The afternoon is always 
the time selected. 
The sod un mr the pavilions or the trees 
is spread 
with carpets embroidered by 
liand; the air is cooled by the spray of 
fountains tossing silver streams in every 
Quarter of the shaded terraces. Amid these 
Jatry-like scenes hundreds of ladies move 
slightly clad, the costume resembling that 
of a ballet dancer without the tights and 
stockings. On sucn occasions a white cymar 
of embroidered gossamer is thrown over 
the head, giving almost an ethereal effect 
to the flesh tints unuerneath. Mu te on the 
cyther, songs and dancing girls add to the 
attractions of the fleeting 
hours, and 
abundant 
refreshments, 
including 
un­ 
stinted confectiouerv. appeal to what some 
call the grocer senses. Tho Kalian, with 
its aromatic fumes, lends a nnislffng touch 
to a scene which suggests the voluptuous 
episodes of the Arabian Nights. 
But one form of diversion is forbidden 
them royal lad es; I refer to their interviews 
with the court physicians. Noxt to the 
sacred luxury of a confidential talk with a 
father confessor or a favored pastor, there 
is scarce any solacewliich possesses such at 
tractions for the average woman as a sym­ 
pathetic recital of her troubles and ailments 
to a trusted family physician. But neither 
oue nor the other is allowed to see Hie 
wivesof 
he Miah. No priest nor doctor 
can receive lrom them Hie soothing confes­ 
sion oi sorrows aud sins or tiro narrative of 
aches ami pains. 
OI course if she is 111 then a wife of the 
SI ah receives medical attention. But the 
physician may not obtain even a sight of 
her lace. Behind a curtain, surrounded by 
her attendants, sue res p o p us to his ques­ 
tions; in extreme need she may show hor 
tongue but uo other part of her features. 
Nor is the interview a together attractive 
to the physician, especially if he lie a na­ 
tive, for he must necessarily be extremely 
guarded in his language, and if the patient 
dies it may go hard with the doctor. He 
does not venture to prepare or furnish the 
drugs himself, ana the medicines he pre­ 
scribes must be compounded by servants of 
the palace to ensure against danger of 
poisoning as well as to protect tfie prac­ 
titioner from suspicion. 
The European 
physicians practicing at the court of the 
Shah exercise somewhat greater liberty in 
the matter of drugs aud prose; iptions, but 
even they are obliged to proceed witli great 
i aution, aud never attempt any serious 
surgical operations when the i attent is a 
Muses.man. 
lu the matter of windows 
alluded to above, I arn reminded of a case 
growing out of tao laws ana customs regu­ 
lating that quesffon wh en gave me more 
trouble than auy other witn which I baa to 
deal while at Teheran. 
Tho mission aries had built a chapel on 
their owii grounds, but adjoining tho es­ 
tate of the Emir Sultaneb, a powerful court­ 
ier, who h id keen endeavoring to persuade 
them to sell tho mission premises to him. 
As no price could be agreed upon they de­ 
clined to sell, and he then entered on a 
series of annoyances intended to force them 
to scil them at any price. Twice be raised 
a moil of his own ser runts, aided by some of 
Hie canaille, who by violence drave the 
men working on the chapel (rom the prem­ 
ises, By employing great urgency at the 
foreign office I succeeded in preventing a 
recurieuce of sucn outrages. By the e.\- 
ptessed wish of the Shah a conference was 
then held at the foreign ofltice to agree 
upon a modus operandi. 'I lie plan I sug­ 
gested proved entirely acceptable to Hie 
shah aud Hie minister of foreign affairs, 
aud the Emir Sultaneh was instructed to 
accept it. While apparently doing so be 
vet raised difficulties, douutlcss tu part be­ 
cause a powerful taction opposed to Hie 
missionaries was behind him, aud eventu­ 
ally he resorted again to his tactics of an­ 
noyance. One of thoro was the erection of 
a sceen wall on a party wall between rho 
two premises. In tiffs addition lie caused 
two windows to be opened, overlooking the 
grounds ut our citizens. This was such a 
direct violation ol the Persian law that, al­ 
though not contrary to American customs, 
it could under no circumstances be ac­ 
cepted only as a gross insult, intended as 
an act of persecution. To allow it to pass 
unnoticed would be to invite further at­ 
tacks on our rights. With some difficulty 
I succeeded in having the windows w’alled 


without his permission. Armed with tiffs 
document, which represented the highest 
authority in the re dm, I succeeded at last 
in bringing the government to terms, and 
tiro offending windows were finally closed 
with masonry. The effect was at once seen 
in tile quick redress given us soon after in 
an affair of far more importance at Salinas.

Chicken a la Bechamel, Scotch Eggs 
and Stuffed Eggs for Lenten Dishes. 
Tho warmth and beauty of tho day 
brought out a largo class to tho demonstra­ 
tive lecture at the Boston Cooking School 
I yesterday morning. 
The subjects were 
chicken a la bechamel. Scotch eggs and 
stuffed eggs, maccaroni w[th brown sauce, 
1 spinach a la bechamel and Nesselrode pud­ 
dings, and all "turned out” well, much to 
the 
satisfaction of claes and teacher; 
I though, for that matter, things always do 
! turn out well at the Cooking School, under 
Alias Maynard’s skillful fingers. 
\c»»flrm lc Pud nill it. 
Three-quarters of a pint of chestnut pulp, 
add three-quarters of a pound of sugar and 
one ounce of vanilla sugar. Pound to a 
smooth p a s te ; add three-nu rters of a pint 
of cream, a n d freeze. Line a mould with 
the frozen mixture; to the remainder add 
I one-Ii alf pound of candied cherries and 
one cup o! almonds which 
lia\o been 
soaked in wine or brandy. Fill the mould 
with this nnd pack in s a lt and ic e for two 


I hours. .Serve with whipped cream or a 
' rich custard.

Fill tho whites with 
the mixture, press the two halves together, 
Put them into a baking dish and cover with 
a white sauce made by melting one table­ 
spoon ut I butter; add one tablespoonful 
Hour. Pour on slow ly one cup hot milk. 
Season with salt and pepper, then cover 
with buttered crumbs. Brown. 
T ins will tie found a very nice way to 
cook eg :s in the s ’t ing of tho year. Some 
people seem to think that plain boiled eggs 
are tile simplest to prepare, but to have 
them just right is anything but easy. A 
dish like this provides a way also of using 
un bits of cold ham, luther boilod or fried. 
Slices of the latter may bo boiled then, 
chopped aud used as tho boiled would be. 
Eggs thus cooked moreover, "go” much 
farther than when poind plain; an able­ 
bodied man will eat three soft-boiled egxs 
ofa morning, but it would be impossible ,or 
him to eat three of these. Another advan­ 
tage of iffe dish is that it cat) Ie prepared 
in advance and warmed for breakfast. 
Potted ham will mix w ith the egg better 
than that prepared at home. Of this un 
amount not quite equal to the quantity or 
yolks will be needed. Make Ute mixture up 
into round balls, which will HH the whites 
of the eggs, lf there Is any of tho mixture 
remaining, spread it upon the bottom of tho 
dish in which the eggs aru to be served. 
I his is a < edemas dish. The ham sup­ 
plies just that piquancy of flavor which to 
many tastes the eggs seems to lack, and the 
white sauce removing objectionable dry­ 
ness. 
Mplnarh a la Bechamel. 
Boil 2 quarts spinach until tender, Press 
out all the waiter nhd chop very tine. Melt 
I tablespoonful butter, add I tablespoonful 
flour and the chopped spinach, I teaspoon­ 
ful salt anti saltspoonful pepper. Gook five 
minutes, then u d d I cup hot milk. Benson 
to taste. Garnish with points of toasted 
bread. 
This spinach can be boiled with or with­ 
out water as preferred. Thoro is water 
enough in the vegetable to cook it if it is 
set on the back of the stove and cooked 
slowly, and the flavor is then well preserved; 
though it will not keep its color as well, 
or look as fresh and green as when put into 
a little hot salted water to cook. it must 
depend somewhat too on the spinach, for it 
there ha-- been a very dry season there is 
little water in it. 
Test with a fork to sea if it is tender, or 
done. I to not let it stand after cooking, as 
that causes it to lose color. 
Do not brown the butter, but let it melt 
simply; cook in tho flour, then add tho 
spinach, the seasoning, and mix all together 
very thoroughly. Add the hot milk, a little 
at a time. This eau bo garnished with 
slices of egg or with tho yolks, put through 
a sieve if desired, as well as witii tho points 
of toast. 
Kcatrh Effs1* 
Ope cup loan, cooked ham. chopped fine; 
six hard-boiled eggs; cook one-third c u p 
stale bread-crumbs in one-third cun milk to 
a smmoth paste; mix it with tne ham, add 
hull a teaspoon mixed mustard, half salt- 
spoon cayenne aud one raw egg; remove 
tho shells from tho eggs aud cover with the 
mixture; fry in hot fat two minutes; drain 
and serve. 
Tho potted ham will not do for this, as it 
has too nim Ii fat in it. Tins makes tho 
mixture so slippery that it w ill not stick to 
the eggs for frying. Chop the ham as Hue 
as possible. Have the bread crumbs state, 
as frosh ones w ill not make a proper paste. 
The paste provided for in tho rule will 
cover six eggs. Take a portion up in tho 
hands and loll it about the egg till it is cov­ 
ered with a smooth coating. The fat in 
winch the eggs are cooked should be very 
hot, as for croquettes. 
It should brown 
bread wbiie one counts forty, or be smok­ 
ing hot. 
When served, cut in two lengthwise, and 
lay on a bcd of parsley. Tills makes a very 
handsome dish for lunch parties, etc. 
th ick en • la Bechamel. 
Clean and parboil one sweetbread, sep­ 
arate into pieces aud mix with one pint 
chicken meat cut iuto dice; melt one table­ 
spoonful butter, add one tablespoonful flour 
and pour on slowly one cup hot cream, add 
two tablespoonfuls whitestock, the chicken, 
sweetbread and six mushrooms chopped 
line; season with salt ami pepper and servo. 
Remove ill tho skin, pipes, etc., from the 
sweetbread, and boil for twenty-five min­ 
utes in bot salted water, to which a tea­ 
spoonful of lemon juice has been added, the 
latter being used to harden it. 
The stock can be omitted if desired, as it 
is not necessary, although "in tile rule.” 
When ait has been mixed let it cook a few 
miuutes to warm through. 
This can be served as a plain creamed 
chicken, garnished with toast points; or 
in the small white paper shells or moulds, 
which can be bought for the purpose at a 
coutectioner’s, at sixty cents 
a 
dozen. 
These have fluted sides and lace edges, and 
come in ail sorts of shapes— baskets, pails, 
ovals, squares, etc.—making a very dainty- 
looking dish when served. This is also 
good when cold.

Penn., February 17.—Tho 
office of Alderman Hartman wore a very 
solemn aspect this morning. Twenty-five 
people were present, and all were so quiet 
that one would think the ancient scenes of 
funeral pyres were to be resumed. In the 
centre of the crowd, and next the alder­ 
man. sat Ambrose Retbago, an old and 
well-known resident of the twenty-seventh 
ward, who had came to make his last will 
and testament. 
Last Monday he had reached the age of

I direct, also, w bile this ceremony 
is being performed that it be witnessed ny 
ail the pas>engors on hoard. 
After the Elba has completed her trip and 
re turned again to New York. I waut a full 
statement of my death and the scattering 
of niv ashes in rn id-ocean published in tho 
Pittsburg papers, so that my friends iii this 
city shall know my burial place. I further 
direct that my dear, beloved wife ray alt 
expenses incurred ny what I have asked to 
bo done for me after death, and that after 
this I pray tied I may rest iu peace.

N tui-y o f T w o Queer Que* W lio a e Feat* 
Once A stonished the W orld. 
Tho fasting feats of Sued and Merlatti 
had their rivals in tho fifteenth century. 
An ancient look, by one Panormita, quotes 
a faster named Piceiitini, or Picenta, who 
died blaspheming Christ and the V’irgin. 
This Antonio fasted for forty days, and 
lilied Italy, Sicily aud Spain with the fame 
of his sanctity and abstinence. He was shut 
up in a cell and guarded. It was thought 
that angels brought hun food and conversed 
with bim every day. ’lbo truth is that he 
had in his cell some large candles. These 
consisted of an outer coating of wax only, 
which covered hollow' reeds containing 
farina, bonillie and a mixed bash of pheas­ 
ant and canon, seasoned with aromatic ex­ 
tracts aud herbs. He is also said to have 
had i i i his girdle a tube containing hvppo- 
cras- 
.Eneas Sylvia, in his commentaries on 
this book, cites a woman of Padna who 
fasted forty days and nights. He also cites 
a priest who came to Rome under Nicholas 
V. from the remote part of Gaul, and who 
was said to have eaten nothing for four 
years, except at rare intervals, when his 
bishop forced him to swallow a morsel. 
Ho stayed for a long time in Rome, aud was 
regarded as a saint, but was finally beaten 
with rods aud exiled; since every prodigy is 
suspected. 
The (anon of Noyon is stated in the 
Noyou Chronicles of 1410 to have abstained 
from food for throe years, lie daboled lu 
astrology and alchemy, scraped skulls of 
the acad, boiled lizards and adders, and 
distilled poisons, and made a “liquor” to 
stave off hunger. He was summoned to 
Rome by tim predecessor of Nicholas 
V., 
Pope 
Eugen 
IV'., 
who 
confided 
to him tho charge of his kitchen. He 
reduced the expenses in that quarter 1)5 
per cent., butfiu.rily rite sen up ta made such 
an outcry that the Pope hail to send him 
back to France. 
Ile was an agreeable 
guest, und talked pleasantly while others 
ate at the dinners lo which ho was invited, 
but on ins return home he complained of 
stomach ache to hts servant, arising from 
the Smell of tho viands, like the Mussul­ 
mans, who think that they creak their fast 
by inhaling perfumes. The legend says that 
tim canon of Noyon got so tiiiu at last that 
there was nothing loft of him but bones 
and skin, and that ho was blown away one 
gusty winter evening aud never seen again.

My attention lins been draw n to a recent 
article iii the "W om an’s H our” concerning 
the m uch-discussed servant question. I ain 
am azed th at any one can for a m om ent 
hold such views as the w riter there quoted. 
At the outset ho loses sight of the fact that 
the lal or which servants perform is their 
business, for which they are hired and paid 
and which they can abandon 
at their 
pleasure 
As in other business, then, they 
should 
have 
all facilities lot- a com­ 
fortable 
di-charge 
oi 
their 
duties, 
but they have no right to dem and more, lf 
their w ork is “personal service.'’ rem em ber 
that it is their business, for which they are 
paid. 
Verv few 
iconic h.ive employ­ 
m ent so congenial Ib at they do net at 
tim es feel Hiss ittsfied. Why should servants 
expect to be exem pt? 
So, too. with w earing a livery. The waiter 
who would not don hts apron and jacke , or 
the conductor who would not wear his cap, 
would be pronoun ed guilty of lals<-pride. 
Why should a lace cap and a w hite apron 
Ie such a m ark of dishonor to a servant 
girl? 
It is not practicable in m ost city bouses at 
least to provide a suite of rooms for each 
servant for sleeping and entertainm en t of 
callers, and besides this there is another 
elem ent entering into this m atter, aud that 
is the cost. 
Already servants by their care­ 
lessness and w astefulness ate very costly 
to keep. Add to th is the ligh tin g and heat­ 
ing of several room s iii the lavish m anner 
ol m ost servants, and the cost ol keeping 
them becom es too great for in st people. A 
servant's hoard is apart of hor wages, and

has no right to expi ct any netter

Annie M ay” of Milford, N. H., sends the 
following unique design for a rag rug; 
I have a pattern for a rug which is easily 
made, durable and also very economical, as 
it takes bits ot dress goods which could not 
be used iii a braided rug. Cut the rags into 
strips al out four inches long aud at least 
one inch wtue, then take two narrow strips 
of strong cloth, fasten the ends and use this 
as a foundation. 
Place a bit of cloth over 
there ropes and, bringing the ends ud from 
underneath.tie a sort of knot. This m akes it 
very firm. Continue in this way, using colors 
as desired.
